On  the  first  Wednesday  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  being  the  day  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution  for  the  legislature  of  New  Hamp-

His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  honorable  Council 
then  withdrawing,  — 

The  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  Calvin  Sanders,  clerk  of 
the  Senate  of  last  year. 

The  clerk  stated  that  the  first  business  was  the  selection  of  a 
temporary  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Moore,  Senator  Bums  was  chosen  tem- 
porary presiding  officer. 

And  the  clerk  requested  Senator  Mann  and  Senator  Ordway 
to  conduct  the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  the  chair. 

Senator  Burns  having  assumed  the  chair,  the  Senate  pro- 
ceeded to  the  choice  of  a  president  by  ballot,  with  the  following 
result :  —

The  president,  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the  Sen- 
ate as  follows :  — 

Senators^  — 

For  the  kindness  and  generosity  that  have  been  expressed  in 
your  votes,  accept  my  most  profound  acknowledgments.  I  am 
not  unmindful  of  the  distinguished  honor  conferred,  and  it  will 
be  my  constant  endeavor,  by  a  faithful  and  impartial  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  the  chair,  to  justify  on  your  part  the  action  you 
have  taken. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  New  Hampshire,  the  legis- 
lature is  convened  to  transact  business  for  two  years.  The 
adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution,  proposed  by 
the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1876,  among  other  things, 
gives  to  our  State  biennial  sessions  of  the  legislature.  The 
change  is  an  important  one,  and  imposes  upon  us  greater  re- 
sponsibilities than  any  previous  legislature  has  ever  had,  for  if 
mistakes  are  made,  or  wrongs  committed,  in  the  legislation  of 
this  session,  those  mistakes  and  wrongs  cannot  be  corrected 
until  two  years  have  passed  ;  hence  the  necessity  for  scrutinizing 
with  great  care  all  measures  presented  for  consideration,  and 
rejecting  without  hesitation  everything  concerning  which  there 
is  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  its  influence  upon  the  welfare  of  the 
masses  of  our  State. 

I  would  suggest  that  only  such  changes  as  are  imperatively 
demanded  should  be  made  in  our  statutes,  which  were  revised 
last  year  with  much  care  by  a  commission  composed  of  gentle- 
men of  great  legal  learning.  If  omissions  exist,  they  ought  to 
be  supplied ;  and  if  laws  are  on  the  statute-book  that  are  detri- 
mental to  the  public  weal,  they  should  be  expunged  :  but  every 
contemplated  change  should  be  considered  with  great  delibera- 
tion, and  only  adopted  after  it  is  made  to  clearly  appear  that 
the  public  good  is  to  be  promoted  thereby.  It  is  frequently 
said,  and  with  much  apparent  truth,  that  the  people  of  our  State 
are  governed  too  much,  rather  than  too  little, ;  certain  it  is  that 
we  have  laws  enough  to  meet  almost  every  possible  contingency, 
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and  an  increase  is  not  desirable  unless  some  special  reason  ex- 
ists therefor. 

We  are  here,  senators,  through  the  partiality  of  our  constitu- 
ents, to  legislate  for  their  welfare,  and  they  expect  us  to  be  faithful 
to  their  interests.  It  is  a  traditional  sentiment  in  New  Hampshire 
that  the  legislative  sessions  should  be  brief,  and  it  is  for  us,  in 
part,  to  fulfill  the  demands  of  the  people  on  this  point.  Cer- 
tainly, I  know  of  no  legislation  that  should  keep  us  here  an 
unusual  length  of  time,  and  it  will  be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  us, 
by  industry  and  strict  attention  to  duty,  to  make  the  session  as 
brief  as  possible,  and  in  this  way  do  something  toward  relieving 
the  burden  of  a  hard-working  and  heavily  taxed  people. 

In  the  deliberations  of  the  session,  let  each  vie  with  the  other 
to  promote  harmony  and  good-will.  We  probably  entertain 
conflicting  opinions  on  many  questions  that  may  come  before  us 
for  consideration ;  but  our  differing  views,  however  earnestly 
expressed  and  defended,  will  fail  to  leave  scars  behind  if  we  keep 
in  view  the  rights  and  privileges  of  others,  and  are  governed  by 
the  precept,  "Do  unto  others  as  you  would  that  they  should 
do  unto  you."  Let  the  good  old  Latin  maxim  be  our  guide  : 
"  In  necessariis  unitaSy  in  non-necessariis  libertas^  in  omnibus  char- 
itas^  In  those  things  which  are  essential  let  there  be  unity,  in 
non-essentials  liberty,  and  in  all  things  charity. 

And  now,  senators,  with  renewed  thanks  for  your  kind  par- 
tiality, and  confidently  looking  to  you  individually  for  aid  in  my 
efforts  to  perform  acceptably  the  difficult  duties  of  my  position, 
I  await  your  pleasure. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Mann,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  ballot

Resolved^  That  the  return  of  votes  in  the  several  senatorial 
districts  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  two,  with  instruc- 
tions to  examine  and  count  the  same,  and  report  to  the  Senate 
whether  any  vacancies  exist,  and,  if  so,  in  what  senatorial  dis- 
tricts. 
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And  the  president  appointed,  as  such  committee,  Senators 
Haynes  and  Cooledge. 

Senator  Ordway  offered  the  following  concurrent  resolution :  — 

IVhereaSy  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  expressly  defines 
and  limits  the  classes  of  persons  who  may  pass  free  over  rail- 
roads, and  explicitly  prohibits  all  other  persons  from  passing 
without  paying  the  established  fare,  and  punishes  all  railroad 
officers  who  do  not  collect  such  fares  ;  and  whereas^  this  law  is 
constantly  and  notoriously  violated  on  nearly  all  the  railroads  of 
the  State,  to  the  loss  of  their  stockholders  by  lessening  their 
dividends,  to  the  injury  of  the  public  by  keeping  fares  and 
freights  up  to  exorbitant  rates,  and  destroying  that  equality  of 
right  to  which  all  travelers  are  by  the  law  entitled  ;  and  to  the 
injury  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  those  cases  where 
(ten  per  cent  dividend  being  paid)  any  excess  of  profits  belong 
to  the  State ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  By  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring, that  the  attorney-general  of  the  State  be  requested  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  laws  against  free  transpor- 
tation on  railroads,  of  unauthorized  persons,  and  to  prosecute 
all  violators  of  such  laws. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Moore,  it  was  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Shaw,  the  Senate  adjourned.

Senator  Philbrick,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  to  legalize  the  election  of 
supervisors  for  the  town  of  Richmond,"  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  without  amendment,  and  recommended 
its  passage.

services  in  connection  with  the  legislature,  with  the  names  and 
amounts  paid  each  person ;  and  all  other  sums  paid  any  persons 
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for  services  other  than  those  paid  to  employes  regularly 
engaged  in  running  and  operating  the  road,  with  the  names  and 
amounts  paid  each  person  thus  employed.

questions  designed  to  elicit  facts  from  a  witness,  unless  sub- 
mitted in  writing,  supervised  by  the  chairman,  and  put  by  him 
and  not  by  the  senator,  —  which  method  would  tend  to  delay  and 
obstruct  a  full  and  satisfactory  inquiry  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  any  senator  who  has  presented,  or  may  here- 
after present  to  the  Senate,  any  petition  praying  for  a  reduction 
of  fares  and  freights  on  railroads,  or  who  has  offered  any  bill 
for  the  same  purpose,  may  attend  the  session  of  the  Railroad 
Committee,  and  may  orally  and  fully  examine  any  witness  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  that  the  committee  have  or  may  examine 
him,  after  the  committee  have  concluded  their  examination.

AFTERNOON. 

The  following  report  of  the  conference  committee  was  accept- 
ed, and  the  resolution  reported  adopted  :  — 

In  conference  committee,  on  the  question  of  the  assignment 
of  committee-rooms  between  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives :  — 

The  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  represent,  that,  at 
the  time  of  the  enlargement  of  the  state-house,  the  rooms  south 
of  representatives*  hall  on  that  floor  and  the  floors  above  were 
designed  for  the  use  of  the  committees  and  officers  of  the 
House ;  that  the  rooms  on  the  north  side  of  representatives* 
hall,  including  the  senate-chamber,  were  designed  for  the  use 
of  the  Senate  ;  that  the  ante-room  adjoining  the  senate-chamber 
and  room  No.  6  on  the  same  floor  were  used  by  the  Senate 
until  the  Board  of  Agriculture  were  allowed  by  the  House  to 
occupy  the  room  previously  used  by  the  officers  of  the  House 
on  the  south  end  of  the  capitol,  since  which  time  room  No.  6 
on  the  north  end  of  the  capitol  has  been  taken  possession  of  by 
the  officers  of  the  House  and  used  as  a  reception  and  smoking 
room.  The  enlargement  of  the  Senate  to  double  its  former 
number,  and  the  reduction  of  the  House  more  than  one-fourth, 
render  it  absolutely  necessary  that  the  Senate  should  have  the 
small  room  adjoining  the  senate-chamber  for  a  conference-room, 
and  that  room  No.  6,  same  floor,  and  immediately  adjacent  to 
the  senate-chamber,  should  be  assigned  exclusively  for  the 
Judiciary  and  other  important  committees  of  the  Senate.  The 
increased  number  of  the  Senate  committees  also  requires  the 
joint  use  with  the  House  of  rooms  Nos.  7  and  8  on  the  Senate 
end  of  the  capitol.  The  members  of  the  conference  committee, 
on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  are  unwilling  to  believe  that  the 
members  of  the  House  will  seriously  object  to  this  reasonable 
request  for  a  permanent  assignment  of  committee-rooms. 

The  members  of  the  conference  committee,  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate,  also  respectfully  suggest  that  the  continued  use  of  room 
No.  6,  situated  as  it  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  senate-chamber, 
for  a  reception  and  smoking  room,  is  wholly  incompatible  with 
the  comfortable  and  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of 
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the  Senate,  and  that  in  no  event  ought  the  Senate  to  consent  to 

have  this  room  longer  retained  by  the  officers  of  the  House  for 

its  present  uses,  and  especially  when  its  use  is  required  for  the 

important  committees  of  the  Senate. 

In  conclusion,  the  Senate  conferees  state,  that  the  assignment 

they  have  proposed  leaves  to  the  House  four  committee-rooms 

on  the  Senate  end  of  the  capitol  and  all  of  the  rooms  originally 

designed  for  the  use  of  the  House  on  the  House  end  of  the 

capitol,  while  the  Senate   will  have  the  exclusive  use  of  but 

two  rooms  and  the  joint  use  of  two  other  rooms  ;  —  in  which 

assignment  the  committee  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  House 

committee.

Amend  section  13  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  ninth  line  the 
following  words  :  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners to  enforce  the  law  against  free  or  discriminating  trans- 
portation of  freight  or  passengers,  and  to  prevent  the  collection 
of  any  unjust  or  discriminating  rates  by  any  railroad  corpora- 
tion in  this  State ;  and,  if  found  necessary,  the  commissioners 
are  authorized  to  call  upon  the  attorney-general  to  commence 
proceedings  against  any  railroad  corporations,  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  State  and  to  enforce  equality  of  rights  and  equal 
terms  and  facilities  provided  for  in  chapter  163,  General  Laws." 

And  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll,  and  the  following  sena- 
tors voted  in  the  affirmative  :  —

Senator  Ordway  offered  the  following  amendment :  — 
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Amend    by   adding    the  following  at    the    end   of   section 
14:  — 

The  prices  fixed  by  any  railroad  corporation  in  accordance  with 
sections  i  and  2  of  chapter  163  of  the  General  Laws,  for  the 
conveyance  of  persons  and  property,  or  which  may  be  actually 
charged  by  any  such  railroad,  shall  be  subject  to  alteration, 
revision,  and  establishment,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  including 
rates  for  terminal  facilities,  loading,  unloading,  storage,  and 
other  depot  charges,  by  the  railroad  commissioners,  after  due 
investigation,  either  on  their  own  motion  or  on  such  application 
as  may  be  authorized  by  law ;  and  any  tariff  or  table  of  prices 
so  established  by  the  commissioners  and  duly  promulgated, 
shall  be  of  the  same  validity  and  have  the  same  legal  force  and 
effect  as  if  fixed  and  posted  by  the  railroad  corporation ;  and 
the  prices  therein  named  shall  be  the  only  legal  rates  demand- 
able  and  collectible  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty, and  the  corporation  shall  be  bound  to  convey  persons  or 
property  at  such  rates ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  in  any 
case  so  to  convey,  the  corporation  so  offending  shall  be  subject 
to  the  penalty  and  action  for  damages  now  provided  by  section 
3  of  said  chapter  163. 

The  commissioners  shall,  on  application  of  any  reputable  cit- 
izen resident  in  any  town  or  city  on  the  line  of  any  railroad, 
revise  and  establish  the  prices  for  the  conveyance  over  such  rail- 
road, of  any  one  particular  kind  of  freight  specified  in  the  appli- 
cation, or  of  passengers  to  or  from  any  one  station  in  such  town 
or  city ;  and  they  shall  revise  and  establish  the  general  tariff  of 
fares  and  freights  on  any  railroad,  upon  application  of  twenty 
reputable  citizens  resident  upon  the  line.  They  shall  give  no- 
tice to  the  railroad  company,  and  to  the  public,  of  a  time  and 
place  of  hearing  in  all  proceedings,  whether  upon  their  own 
motion  or  upon  any  application ;  shall  hear  all  the  parties  and 
all  persons  desiring  to  give  evidence,  promptly,  freely,  and  with- 
out undue  formality;  and  shall  have  power  to  summon  and 
swear  and  examine  witnesses,  and  to  require  the  production  of 
books  and  papers ;  and  any  person  duly  summoned  and  tendered 
the  fees  for  travel  and  attendance  of  witnesses  in  the  supreme 
court,  who  shall,  without  reasonable  excuse  allowed  by  the  com- 
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missioners,  refuse  to  appear  or  to  testify  or  to  produce  docu- 
mentary evidence,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

The  commissioners,  in  deciding  upon  any  application  concern- 
ing the  prices  for  any  one  particular  kind  of  freight  or  for  pas- 
sengers to  and  from  any  one  station,  shall  inquire  only  whether 
the  existing  rates  are  just  and  equal,  proportionally,  with  the 
general  freight  or  passenger  rates  fixed  or  charged  by  the  cor- 
poration j  and  shall  determine  accordingly.  In  altering,  revis- 
ing, and  establishing  the  general  tariffs  of  fares  and  freights, 
they  shall  be  governed  so  far  as  practicable  by  the  following 
rules :  — 

I.  Railroads  being  public  corporations  managing  public 
highways,  created  by  the  people  for  the  general  as  well  as  pri- 
vate advantage,  —  the  public  are  better  entitled  to  transporta- 
tion at  reasonable  rates  than  the  stockholders  are  to  a  profit 
upon  their  investment. 

II.  The  reasonable  rates  to  be  adopted  shall  not  be  higher 
than  the  average  rates  for  like  services  on  other  railroads  in 
New  England  similarly  situated,  and  shall  be  low  enough  to 
allow  the  transportation  with  fair  profit  to  the  owners  thereof,  of 
manufactures  and  merchandise  used  in  their  production,  and  of 
agricultural  products  of  the  State  to  seaboard  markets, — 
provided  such  rates  will  pay  the  expenses  of  operating  and 
maintaining  the  railroads  under  honest,  wise,  and  economical 
management. 

III.  Extravagant  expenditures  and  losses  through  lack  of 
economy  or  ability  in  management,  or  from  free  passes,  or 
special  freight  rates  not  authorized  by  law,  shall  lessen  the 
dividends  to  the  stockholders,  and  shall  not  prevent  the  reduc- 
tion of  fares  and  freights  for  the  public. 

IV.  Rates  shall  be  reduced  where  dividends  are  being  paid 
greater  than  the  fair  market  rate  of  interest  upon  the  actual 
assessable  value  of  the  railroad  compared  with  other  property. 

V.  Long  business,  or  passengers  and  merchandise  from 
other  States  passing  through  this  State,  shall  not  be  carried  at 
an  actual  loss,  to  be  made  up  by  increased  charges  upon  short 
or  local  business ;  and  no  discrimination  not  required  by  diiBEer- 
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ent  lengths  of  haul,  shall  be  allowed  for  freight  or  passengers  to 
or  from  any  particular  shipping  point  at  either  end  of  or  along 
the  line. 

VI.  Equal  terms,  facilities,  and  accommodations  shall  be 
afforded  all  persons  in  the  transportation  of  themselves  and 
their  property,  as  now  by  law  declared. 

Any  alteration,  revision,  or  establishment  of  rates  for  the 
conveyance  of  passengers  and  freights  over  any  railroad,  made 
by  the  railroad  commissioners,  shall  be  duly  certified  by  them  to 
the  railroad  corporation,  and  the  rates  so  certified  shall  forth- 
with be  by  such  corporation  duly  posted  as  now  by  law  provided 
for  rates  fixed  by  the  corporation ;  and  if  such  corporation  shall 
neglect  to  so  post  the  same,  for  more  than  thirty  days  after  re- 
ceiving the  certificate,  the  commissioners  shall  publish  and  pro- 
mulgate the  same  so  as  to  give  sufficient  notice  thereof  to  the 
residents  on  the  line  of  such  road. 

The  expenses  and  services  of  the  commissioners,  at  the  rate 
now  fixed  by  law,  and  the  expenses  of  witnesses,  and  other  nec- 
essary costs  of  the  hearing,  duly  certified  by  the  commissioners, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  in  the  first  instance  ;  but  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  costs  of  any  hearing  may  be  taxed  by 
the  commissioners  against  the  railroad  corporation  whose  rates 
may  be  found  to  be  excessive,  and  altered  by  the  commissioners ; 
and  if  they  shall  not  be  paid,  the  state  treasurer  may  recover  the 
same  in  an  action  of  debt  against  the  corporation.

(Senator  Burns  in  the  chair.) 

Senator  Mann  offered  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved^  That  the  Senate  tenders  its  thanks  to  Hon.  J.  H. 
Gallinger  for  the  ability  and  impartiality  with  which  he  has 
presided  over  the  deliberations  of  this  session. 

Senator  Blodgett  said :  — 

Mr,  President^  — 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  rise  to  cordially  indorse  the 
resolution  which  has  just  been  offered,  and  which  I  am  confident 
will  receive  the  approbation  of  every  member.  It  expresses 
nothing  more  than  the  united  sentiment  of  the  Senate  will 
recognize  to  be  eminently  fit  and  proper  as  a  slight  recognition 
of  the  ability,  dignity,  and  unfailing  courtesy  which  have  char- 
acterized its  presiding  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  If 
he  has  made  mistakes,  I  know  not  what  they  have  been  ;  if  he 
has  been  actuated  by  any  desire  other  than  to  give  to  every 
senator  equal  rights,  I  have  failed  to  observe  it.  I  am  certain 
that  I  but  re-echo  the  united  voice  of  the  Senate  when  I  say, 
that  he  has  been  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 

Looking  back  to  its  commencement,  it  must  be  a  source  of 
gratification  to  all  of  us  that  this  session  has  been  so  harmoni- 
ous, and  that  so  little  of  an  unpleasant  nature  has  occurred  in 
our  deliberations.  We  came  together  as  strangers,  representing 
different  sections  and  different  interests.  We  shall  go  away  as 
friends,  —  all  Democrats,  all  Republicans,  —  with  a  common 
interest  in  everything  pertaining  to  the  prosperity  of  our  good 
old  State. 

And  now  that  we  have  met  in  this  hall  for  the  last  time,  now 
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that  we  are  about  to  separate  and  resume  our  usual  avocations, 
now  that  the  last  farewell  — 

"  A  word  that  roust  be  and  hath  been, 
A  sound  that  roakes  us  linger  "  — 

is  about  to  be  spoken,  I  am  sure  that  we  shall  part  with  the 
kindliest  feeling  for  one  another,  that  we  shall  bury  in  the 
Lethean  sea  all  the  bitter  words  that  may  have  been  spoken  by 
any  of  us,  and  that  around  our  personal  associations  here  only 
the  most  pleasant  recollections  will  ever  cluster.  And,  as  a 
more  substantial  evidence  than  words  of  our  esteem  for  the 
presiding  officer  of  this  body,  permit  me,  sir,  through  you,  to 
tender  to  our  president,  in  behalf  of  the  senators,  the  accom- 
panying volumes,  —  Appleton's  New  American  Cyclopedia,  — 
which  I  trust  may  be  to  him  a  grateful  gift. 

And  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  president,  having  assumed  the  chair,  said  :  — 

Senators,  — 

I  believe  it  was  Mrs.  Swishelm  who  once  said,  "  There  are 
times  when  the  heart  is  made  to  feel  what  the  lips  and 
the  tongue  refuse  to  utter,"  and  certainly  this  is  an  occasion 
when  I  am  compelled  to  realize  the  truth  of  the  words  of  the 
American  authoress.  When  I  accepted  at  your  hands  the  highly 
honorable  and  distinguished  position  that  I  have  held  during 
this  session,  I  did  so  with  profound  misgivings  lest  I  might  fail 
to  acceptably  discharge  the  arduous  and  exacting  duties  of  the 
chair ;  but  your  great  generosity  and  kindly  co-operation  have 
lightened  the  burdens  and  greatly  assisted  me  to  fulfill  the 
important  work  committed  to  my  hands.  For  the  resolution  just 
adopted,  and  for  your  kindness,  at  all  times  expressed,  permit 
me  to  return  my  most  grateful  acknowledgments ;  and  for  the 
elegant  gift  accompanying  your  resolution,  —  a  gift  quite  unde- 
served on  my  part, —  I  find  no  words  sufficient  to  express  what 
I  would  gladly  utter.  The  offering  is  appreciated  because  of 
its  intrinsic  and  literary  value,  but  far  beyond  all  considerations 
of  that  kind  is  the  knowledge  that  it  represents  feelings  of 
friendship  and  good-will,  and  this  renders  it  priceless  beyond 
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compare.  The  pages  of  these  volumes  will  not  only  serve  to  give 
information  whenever  consulted,  but  will  also  be  a  constant 
reminder  of  the  pleasant  days  spent  in  this  chamber,  and  espe- 
cially of  this  interesting  occasion. 

Senators,  we  are  about  to  separate,  and  resume  the  duties 
that  await  us  in  our  several  spheres  in  life,  and,  as  we  do  so,  it  is 
with  peculiar  satisfaction  and  pride  that  I  recall  the  fact  that 
nothing  has  occurred  during  the  entire  session  to  permanently 
mar  the  harmony  that  prevailed  at  the  beginning.  We  met,  most 
of  us,  as  strangers ;  we  part,  all  of  us,  as  friends,  and  if  in  the 
future  it  be  my  privilege  to  meet  any  of  you,  be  assured  of  a 
hearty  welcome ;  and  with  renewed  thanks  for  your  bountiful 
kindness,  and  earnest  wishes  for  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of 
you  all,  let  me  conclude  in  the  words  of  Tiny  Tim,  and  say»

IN    CONVENTION. 

(The  speaker  in  the  chair.) 

The  honorable  Senate  having  met  the  House  in  convention 
for  the  purpose  of  proceeding  in  the  elections,  Mr.  Burns  of  the 
Peterborough  district,  for  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  Hon.  Natt  Head  and  inform  him  of  his  election  as 
governor,  made  the  following  report,,  which  was  accepted  :  — 

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

June  Session,  1879. 

The  joint  committee,  appointed  to  wait  on  his  Excellency 
Natt  Head  and  inform  him  of  his  election  as  governor  for  the 
ensuing  two  years,  and  of  the  organization  of  the  legislature, 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them,  and  that  his  Excellency  has  informed  them  that  he  will 
meet  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  convention  at 
once,  take  the  oath  of  office,  and  make  a  communication  to  the 
legislature. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  having  assembled 
in  the  representatives'  hall,  the  governor  elect  and  the  honorable 
council  came  in. 

The  Hon.  Natt  Head,  governor  elect,  then  subscribed  to 
the  oath  of  office  and  the  oaths  of  allegiance,  before  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  and  in  the  presence  of  both  branches  of  the 
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legislature,  whereupon  the   Hon.  Jacob  H.  Gallinger,  president 
of  the  Senate,  made  proclamation  as  follows  :  — 

Natt  Head  having  been  duly  elected  governor  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the  oaths  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  his  Excellency 
Natt  Head  governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the 
office  during  the  ensuing  two  years ;  and  I  here  present  your 
Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of  the  State,  as  your 
guide  in  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  then  delivered  the  following  address  to  the 
convention :  — 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives^  — 

In  accepting  the  trusts  which  our  fellow-citizens  have  com- 
mitted to  our  hands,  we  begin  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  our 
State. 

This  is  the  two  hundredth  year  of  the  separate  and  distinct 
existence  of  New  Hampshire,  and  of  a  government  devoted  to 
her  interests,  and  it  is  our  privilege  to  close  the  official  records 
of  the  second  century  and  open  those  of  the  third.  We  are  also 
called  upon  to  inaugurate  the  changes  which  have  been  made 
by  the  recent  amendments  to  the  constitution.  But,  gentlemen, 
we  may  congratulate  ourselves  that  in  doing  this  we  need  only 
to  walk  in  the  ways  which  long  experience  has  proved  safe  and 
pleasant,  and  that  our  chief  concern  should  be  not  to  disturb 
favorable  conditions  that  surround  us  by  trying  doubtful  experi- 
ments. 

By  adopting  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  which  pro- 
vide for  biennial  sessions  of  the  legislature,  those  who  have 
appointed  us  to  execute  their  wishes  have  declared  for  less 
legislation  ;  and  we  shall  not  fail  of  securing  their  approval  if 
we  seek  it  by  doing  a  few  things  expeditiously  and  well,  rather 
than  by  attempting  to  do  many  things  that  they  are  not 
conscious  are  necessarv. 

FINANCE. 

Prominent  among  the  questions  which  will  require  your  con- 
siderations, is  that  of  providing  the  necessary  revenue  to  carry 
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on  the  State  government  for  two  years.  A  glance  at  what  has 
been  accomplished  during  the  past  few  years  will  lead  to  a 
better  understanding  of  the  present  need  of  the  treasury. 

Briefly  stated,  the  results  achieved  since  1870  have  been  as 
follows :  June  i,  1870,  the  indebtedness  of  the  State  was 
$2,779,291.98  ;  of  this  sum  $2,752,200  was  represented  by  the 
State  bonds  bearing  six  per  cent  interest ;  $2,139,200  of  these 
bonds,  or  all  but  $613,000,  have  been  redeemed  since  that 
date. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  State  on  the  first  day  of  June,  1879, 
as  reported  by  the  state  treasurer,  was  $3,573,550.90;  $2,206,- 
100  of  which  sum,  or  about  five-eighths  of  the  whole,  is  repre- 
sented by  the  municipal  war-loan  bonds  (so  called),  which  were 
distributed  to  the  cities  and  towns  in  1872.  The  last  legislature 
made  the  necessary  provisions  for  re-funding  that  portion  of  the 
bonded  debt  maturing  on  or  before  July  i,  1880,  and  proposals 
for  a  portion  of  the  new  loan  have  been  invited  by  the  state 
treasurer,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  chapter  43  of  the 
Pamphlet  Laws  of  1878. 

From  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  which  will  soon  be  laid 
before  you  in  detail,  it  appears  that  the  revenue  of  the  State, 
for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1879,  ^^s  $525,844.43. 

The  expenses  for  the  same  period,  including  $94,704.40 
expended  in  the  construction  of  the  new  state-prison,  have  been 
$569,205.26,  —  an  excess  of  expense  over  the  revenue  of 
$43,360.83.  The  expenditures  for  the  coming  year  probably  will 
not  vary  materially  from  those  of  the  past  year ;  but  we  may 
reasonably  expect  a  considerable  reduction  the  following  year, 
by  reason  of  there  being  no  session  of  the  legislature,  and  with 
the  new  prison  substantially  completed,  as  it  undoubtedly  will  be 
before  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year. 

I  congratulate  you  upon  the  sound  and  satisfactory  condition 
of  this  important  department  of  our  State  government  to-day, 
and  the  confidence  of  the  public  in  the  ability  of  the  State  to 
pay  all  just  demands  against  it,  as  evinced  by  the  eagerness  with 
which  all  classes  of  our  securities  are  sought  by  investors,  and 
the  handsome  premium  they  command. 

I  respectfully  recommend  the  assessment  of  an  annual  State 
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tax  of  $400,000,  and  that  the  usual  authority  be  given  the  treas- 
urer to  effect  a  temporary  loan  in  case  of  emergency. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer,  whose  administration  of  the 
important  duties  of  his  office  has  been  most  admirable,  will 
supply  any  additional  facts  which  you  may  desire. 

RETRENCHMENT. 

The  frugal  character  of  the  people  of  this  State  has  always 
been  so  faithfully  reflected  by  the  legislative  branch  of  their 
government,  that,  during  a  period  when  extravagant  expendi- 
tures in  public  affairs  has  been  the  rule  almost  everywhere,  our 
ordinary  expenses  have  been  kept  very  nearly  within  the  limits 
set  by  the  wisdom  and  prudence  of  the  Fathers,  and  we  are 
therefore  relieved  of  the  task  of  re-adjusting  our  laws  to  meet  the 
requirement  of  reduced  values.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  officers  of  the 
State  receive  more  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties  than  a  similar 
service  would  command  in  private  business,  and,  as  far  as  I 
know,  there  are  none  whose  services  can  profitably  be  dispensed 
with.  Our  public  institutions  are  generally  doing  the  work  for 
which  they  were  designed  as  economically  as  it  can  be  done 
well,  and  the  State  debt  which  grew  out  of  the  late  war  is  being 
taken  care  of  without  placing  heavy  burdens  upon  the  people. 
But  it  becomes  us  to  respect  the  universal  demands  for  rigid 
economy  and  such  careful  consideration  in  appropriating  public 
money  as  a  prudent  man  gives  to  his  own  disbursements. 

No  person  or  association  should  be  authorized  or  permitted 
to  draw  a  dollar  from  the  treasury  until  it  is  clearly  shown,  not 
only  that  such  person  or  association  will  earn  the  money,  but 
that  the  people  of  the  State  will  receive  its  full  value.  Paying 
for  work  that  is  not  needed  is  nearly  as  profitless,  and  some- 
times as  wrong,  as  paying  for  work  that  is  not  done. 

In  public  affairs,  waste  and  stealing  are  twin  evils. 

INSURANCE. 

The  people  of  this  State  paid  last  year  for  insurance  against 
fire  nearly  $445,000,  of  which  $417,764.92  was  paid  in  premiums 
to  stock  companies,  and  the  balance  to  mutual  companies. 
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They  received  during  the  year  from  stock  companies,  in 
settlement  of  losses,  $360,848.58,  or  86  per  cent  of  the  gross 
premiums. 

There  were  in  force,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  policies 
covering  risks  to  the  amount  of  $64,000,000,  about  one-half  of 
which  were  written  last  year.  These  figures  suggest  the  impor- 
tance of  this  subject,  and  the  necessity  of  a  close  examination 
of  our  laws,  that  as  far  as  possible  they  shall  be  made  to  protect 
the  rights  of  all  parties  concerned.  Our  system  of  supervision 
seems  to  be  well  adapted  to  save  those  seeking  insurance  from 
becoming  the  victims  of  unsound  companies  and  unscrupulous 
agents,  making  it  reasonably  certain  that  policy-holders  are 
receiving  the  protection  for  which  they  have  bargained  and 
paid.  But,  as  suggested  by  the  commissioner,  there  is  reason 
to  doubt  whether  there  is  not  need  of  some  legislation  which 
will  tend  to  reduce  the  percentage  of  losses  borne  by  the  com- 
panies, and  thereby  decrease  the  rates  of  insurance  which  honest 
property-holders  are  compelled  to  pay  ;  and  I  invite  your  atten- 
tion to  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioner  on  this  point. 
The  foreign  companies  doing  business  in  this  State  make  favor- 
able exhibits  of  their  standing,  and  are  believed  to  be  worthy 
of  confidence.  The  New  Hampshire  Company,  our  only  State 
stock  company,  is  stronger  than  ever  before,  its  profits  on  its 
business  out  of  the  State  having  largely  exceeded  its  net  losses 
at  home. 

The  amount  paid  for  accident  and  life  insurance  during  the 
year  was  $260,383.77  ;  and  the  amount  received  by  representa- 
tives of  insured  persons,  $219,484.28.  This,  however,  does  not 
include  the  receipts  or  payments  of  the  numerous  mutual  relief 
associations  which  have  been  organized  among  the  members  of 
secret  societies  and  others.  These  associations  have  been 
growing  steadily  in  favor  for  several  years,  and,  as  they  are 
carefully  and  economically  managed,  they  commend  themselves 
alike  to  the  charitable  and  the  provident.  A  record  of  their 
disbursements  would  increase  very  materially  the  benefits  which 
have  accrued  to  the  families  and  friends  of  deceased  persons 
from  the  operation  of  life  insurance. 

The    stock  life-insurance  companies  doing  business  in  this 
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State  are  all  located  and  managed  elsewhere,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  ascertain  exactly  their  condition ;  but  the  rigid  scrutiny  to 
which  they  are  subjected  under  our  law  detects  no  reason  for 
suspecting  that  they  are  not  sound  and  will  not  promptly 
respond  to  the  requirements  of  the  contracts  they  have  made 
with  the  citizens  of  this  State. 

SAVINGS   BANKS. 

The  report  of  the  bank  commissioners  shows  the  whole 
number  of  savings  banks  in  the  State  to  be  sixty-six,  with 
87,279  depositors,  and  aggregate  deposits  amounting  to 
$26,282,136.09.  This  is  a  decrease  of  4,129  in  the  number  of 
depositors,  and  of  $1,991,801.20  in  the  amount  of  deposits 
during  the  last  year.  Only  549  deposits  exceed  $2,000.  The 
State  tax  paid  by  the  banks  in  1878  was  $262,922.95.  Forty- 
five  of  the  banks  have  declared  annual  dividends  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  cent ;  five  at  the  rate  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent ; 
eleven  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  and  five  have  declared  no 
dividends.  These  facts  indicate  that  the  banks  have  been  well 
managed  and  fairly  prosperous.  But  the  large  decrease  in  the 
number  of  depositors  and  aggregate  deposits,  which  I  am  satis- 
fied is  not  due  to  a  shrinkage  in  the  savings  of  our  people, 
suggests  the  question  whether  our  present  law  does  not  impose 
upon  the  banks  heavier  burdens  than  we  can  profitably  compel 
them  to  bear. 

These  institutions,  designed  for  the  safe  and  profitable  invest- 
ment of  the  savings  of  those  who  do  not  feel  qualified  to  act  in 
such  matters  for  themselves,  are  the  oflFspring  of  the  State,  and 
the  legislature  is  bound  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  secure  to  their 
depositors  not  only  honesty,  but  a  reasonable  degree  of  financial 
skill  and  prudence  in  their  management.  It  is  also  bound  to 
do  what  it  can  to  enable  honest  and  capable  managers  to  return 
to  depositors  a  fair  interest  on  their  investments. 

The  popularity  of  government  securities,  since  it  has  been 
decided  that  the  nation  is  as  honest  as  it  is  able  to  pay  all  its 
liabilities,  has  caused  large  amounts  to  be  withdrawn  from  our 
savings  banks  for  investment  in  government  bonds,  which 
cannot  be  taxed  ;  and,  unless  the  banks  are  able  to  pay  larger 
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interest  than  the  government  rate  of  four  per  cent,  this  transfer 
of  credits  from  bank-books  to  bonds  will  go  on  until  there  are 
few  deposits,  and  the  large  tax  which  the  State  now  collects 
from  them  will  be  lost.  Again,  the  tax  of  one  per  cent  imposed 
upon  deposits  has  induced  people  of  this  State  to  put  large 
sums  into  the  banks  of  other  States  where  a  less  tax  is  exacted. 
In  view  of  these  facts,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  it  would  be 
good  policy,  and  would  in  the  end  save  to  the  State  a  large  rev- 
enue, to  reduce  the  tax  upon  deposits  to  three-fourths  of  one 
per  cent. 

REVISION   OF   THE   STATUTES. 

The  general  laws  of  the  State  were  revised  last  year,  —  first 
by  a  commission,  and  then  by  the  legislature,  —  with  a  purpose 
to  adapt  them  to  the  amended  constitution  and  incorporate 
some  changes  which  experience  suggested  were  desirable.  In 
this  dual  revision,  made  with  considerable  haste,  numerous 
verbal  mistakes  occurred,  leaving  certain  statutes  incomplete, 
ambiguous,  or  in  seeming  conflict  with  each  other.  These  need 
correction  at  your  hands. 

It  will  hardly  be  expected  that  I  should  point  out  in  detail 
the  many  omissions  and  imperfections  to  which  I  refer,  but  I 
may  mention  the  following  :  — 

The  law  in  relation  to  the  preparation  and  use  of  check-lists 
by  the  supervisors,  both  as  to  the  annual  and  special  town  meet- 
ings, is  very  defective. 

The  time-honored  provision  giving  the  right  of  challenging 
jurors  to  the  State,  in  all  cases  other  than  capital,  and  the  pro- 
visions for  the  punishment  of  the  crime  of  breaking  and  enter- 
ing, have  been  entirely  omitted. 

Statute  provisions  for  the  punishment  of  public  officers  for  a 
willful  neglect  of  official  duty  are  also  lacking. 

I  have  referred  elsewhere  to  the  incongruities  and  contradic- 
tions contained  in  some  of  the  new  tax  laws. 

I  understand  that  almost  every  conceivable  question  that  is 
liable  to  arise  under  these  laws  has  been  submitted  to  the  attor- 
ney-general, from  various  sections  of  the  State,  and  from  him 
much  valuable  information  can  be  obtained  as  to  the  practical 
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workings  of  the  same,  and  the  defects  which  require  to  be  rem- 
edied in  order  that  the  intention  of  the  laws  shall  be  fairly  and 
faithfully  carried  out. 

The  adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  author- 
izing the  legislature  to  give  justices  of  the  peace  jurisdiction  to 
the  amount  of  $ioo,  in  civil  cases  in  which  the  title  to  real 
estate  is  not  involved,  has  not  yet  been  responded  to  by  legis- 
lative action.  I  judge  that  the  passage  of  such  a  law  would 
conduce  to  the  prompt  and  cheap  settlement  of  many  minor 
cases,  which  are  now  compelled  to  travel  a  long,  expensive,  and 
vexatious  journey  through  the  supreme  court. 

The  statutes  bring  the  official  year  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners to  an  end  January  i,  and  require  their  annual  report  to 
be  made  May  i,  thus  compelling  each  new  board  to  report  for 
its  predecessor ;  a  change,  bringing  the  time  of  service  to  a  close 
June  I,  would  leave  them  to  report  on  facts  with  which  they 
are  familiar. 

These  and  some  other  changes  which  will  occur  to  you  seem 
to  be  necessary.  But  it  will,  I  trust,  be  borne  in  mind  that 
laws  which  have  not  been  demonstrated  to  be  faulty  should  not 
be  disturbed.  Even  an  imperfect  law,  which  has  existed  long 
enough  to  be  thoroughly  understood,  is  often  to  be  preferred  to 
a  better  one,  the  provisions  and  legal  interpretations  of  which 
people  must  for  a  considerable  time  be  ignorant  of. 

TAXATION. 

One  of  the  tasks  to  which  the  last  legislature  addressed 
itself,  with  courage  and  zeal,  was  the  revision  of  our  tax  laws. 
The  changes  made  were  radical  and  sweeping,  ^  and,  as  must 
invariably  be  the  case  in  such  wide  departures  in  matters  of 
vital  and  universal  concern,  have  provoked  much  criticism. 
This  is  notably  the  case  with  the  inventory  law,  for  the  modifi- 
cation and  simplification  of  which  there  seems  to  be  need. 

The  principle  upon  which  this  law  rests,  that  every  individual 
should  pay  taxes  upon  all  his  or  her  taxable  property,  and  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  enforce  the  payment  of  such  taxes, 
as  far  as  it  may  be  done  consistently  with  a  proper  regard  for 
constitutional  rights,  is  one  that  cannot  be  successfully  ques- 
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tioned ;  but  this  principle  should  be  enforced  without  subjecting 
people  to  needless  annoyance  or  expense. 

The  results  obtained  under  the  operation  of  the  law,  in  its 
present  shape,  are  very  gratifpng,  and  show  that,  when  per- 
fected, it  will  go  a  long  way  towards  placing  the  burdens  of 
taxation  where  they  belong. 

The  faults  of  the  law  are  mainly  these  :  that  it  is  so  ambigu- 
ous in  its  terms,  and  so  full  of  complicated  exactions,  that  honest 
people,  even  when  assisted  by  the  able  and  sensible  opinion  of 
the  attorney-general,  are,  and  must  continually  remain,  in  doubt 
whether  they  have  fully  complied  with  its  requirements ;  and 
that  it  makes  tax-payers  the  appraisers  of  their  own  property. 
This  defect  should  be  cured.  A  system  of  taxation  which 
requires  property-holders  to  fix  the  value  of  their  possessions, 
thereby  making  as  many  standards  of  value  as  there  are  tax- 
payers, seems  to  me  wrong  in  principle,  and  sure  to  prove  perni- 
cious in  operation  ;  and  a  law  which  every  tax-payer  is  called 
upon  to  help  execute,  ought  certainly  to  be  so  plain  and  unequivo- 
cal that  it  can  be  comprehended  by  persons  of  ordinary 
intelligence. 

The  operation  of  the  inventory  law  has  made  prominent  the 
double  taxation  which  results  from  taxing  a  debtor  for  the  full 
value  of  property  bought  with  borrowed  capital,  and  the  creditor 
for  the  amount  which  he  has  loaned.  The  practical  result  of 
this  is,  that  debtors  are  compelled  to  pay  taxes  upon  property 
which  they  do  not  own,  and,  in  many  instances,  are  compelled 
to  pay  in  addition  the  taxes  of  their  creditors,  this  being  the 
only  way  in  which  they  can  give  lenders  the  market  rate  of 
interest,  and  secure  continued  accommodation. 

By  exempting  from  taxation  all  money  loaned  upon  mortgages 
within  the  State,  and  providing  that  the  taxes  upon  mortgaged 
property,  unless  otherwise  especially  agreed  by  the  parties,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  mortgageor,  and  a  fair  proportion  of  them  charged 
to  the  mortgagee  and  be  counted  in  liquidation  of  the  debt,  we 
should  remedy  the  greater  share  of  grievances  from  this  source. 

The  act  for  the  taxation  of  legacies  and  distributive  shares  is 
also  so  loosely  drawn  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  to  some  parts 
of  it  a  sensible  construction  ;   and  the  state  treasurer  has,  in 
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consequence,  been  unable  to  prepare  the  blanks  which  the  act 
requires.  The  law  taxing  peddlers  is  open  to  the  objection  of 
being  liable  to  several  constructions.  Both  of  these  should  be 
amended. 

Besides  these,  I  am  not  aware  that  any  important  changes  in 
our  tax  laws  are  demanded. 

Absolute  equality  in  taxation  is  not  obtainable,  nor  is  it 
desirable.  As  practical  men,  we  should  aim  to  impose  neces- 
sary burdens  where  they  can  be  most  easily  borne,  rather  than 
to  make  every  dollar  bear  an  equal  share.  It  is  much  better  for 
all  tax-payers  to  have  untaxed  capital  employed  in  their  midst, 
than  to  drive  it  away,  or  prevent  its  coming,  by  an  attempt  to 
compel  it  to  contribute  more  than  its  share  to  the  public  treasury. 

Money  is  movable  and  sensitive.  It  hides  easily  and  responds 
readily  to  invitation  and  encouragement.  It  goes  and  stays 
where  it  is  well  used.  Recognizing  this,  our  State  has  adopted 
the  policy  of  exempting  from  taxation,  for  a  term  of  years, 
capital  used  to  develop  our  resources,  and  of  fixing  at  a  mode- 
rate rate  the  tax  upon  savings-bank  deposits.  To  this  policy 
we  largely  owe,  not  only  the  revenues  which  we  collect  from  cor- 
porations, but  also  the  growth  and  thrift  of  our  cities  and 
villages,  which  enable  private  individuals  to  acquire  the  prop- 
erty on  which  taxes  are  levied. 

PUBLIC    HEALTH. 

Of  late  years,  much  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the  matter 
of  sanitary  affairs,  and  twenty-two  of  the  States  have  created 
boards  of  health  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  causes  of 
epidemic  diseases  and  informing  the  people  on  subjects  pertain- 
ing to  the  important  subject  of  public  health.  At  the  last  session 
of  our  legislature,  a  bill  creating  a  State  board  of  health  passed 
the  Senate,  but  failed  in  the  House ;  and  I  would  suggest  the 
propriety  of  the  present  legislature's  making  a  careful  inquiry 
regarding  the  needs  of  our  State  in  that  direction,  to  the  end 
that  no  means  may  be  neglected  to  inform  our  people  on  all 
matters  of  a  sanitary  and  hygienic  nature,  and  plans  best 
adapted  to  protect  them  from  the  ravages  of  epidemic  and 
malignant  diseases. 
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THE   REFORM   SCHOOL. 

This  institution  is  doing  the  work  for  which  it  was  designed 
in  a  most  excellent  manner,  and  merits  the  confidence  and  sup- 
port which  it  receives.  The  annual  report  will  exhibit  its 
membership,  expenses,  and  operations,  and  I  understand  its 
officers  do  not  ask  for  any  extra  appropriation. 

DEAF,    DUMB,    AND   BLIND. 

These  beneficiaries  of  the  State,  who  are  supported  and 
educated  at  the  public  expense  at  institutions  specially  devoted 
to  the  deaf,  the  dumb,  and  the  blind  in  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut,  do  not  decrease  in  numbers,  and  the  demands 
upon  our  charity  in  this  direction  increase  rather  than  diminish. 
But  I  am  advised  that  the  usual  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000 
for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  of  $3,000  for  the  blind,  will  enable 
us  to  continue  during  the  next  two  years  the  generous  care 
which  the  State  has  bestowed  upon  these  classes  of  unfortunates. 
The  recipients  of  this  charity  are  children  whose  parents  are 
unable  to  bear  the  expense  of  their  education,  and  hence  the 
State  has  a  duty  to  perform  towards  them  which  cannot  properly 
be  withheld. 

ASYLUM    FOR   THE    INSANE. 

This  institution  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  It  contains 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  patients,  and  furnishes  all  that 
money  can  command,  and  skill  and  care  provide,  for  their  relief 
and  cure.  No  similar  asylum  has  or  desires  a  better  reputation. 
And  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  large  share  of  the  unfortu- 
nate class  who  would  be  benefited  by  its  treatment  are  practi- 
cally debarred  from  admission.  The  price  of  board  and  attend- 
ance is  fixed  so  high  that  the  friends  of  a  large  proportion  of  the 
insane  cannot  afford  to  pay  it,  and  the  result  is  that  many 
persons  of  unsound  mind  are  kept  at  their  homes,  where  they 
are  deprived  of  skillful  treatment,  and  are  a  constant  source  of 
danger  to  attendants  and  friends. 

Again,  there  are  many  worthy  poor  people  who  become  insane, 
and  are  therefore  county  paupers  ;  and  the  disposition  has  been, 
and   is,  to   save   expense  by  sending  them   to  the   so-called 
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"  asylum  for  the  insane  "  at  the  county  farms,  where,  to  say  the 
least,  neither  their  surroundings  nor  their  treatment  are  con- 
ducive to  their  recovery.  I  believe  this  is  wrong.  An  institu- 
tion which  has  appealed  so  successfully  to  private  generosity, 
and  been  so  liberally  assisted  from  the  public  treasury,  and 
which  is  capable  of  such  beneficent  work  for  the  most  unfortu- 
nate people  among  us,  ought  to  be  something  more  than  a  place 
of  refuge  for  the  wealthy. 

It  is  a  State  institution,  and  it  should  be  opened  to  all  the 
people  of  the  State  whose  sufferings  it  can  alleviate.  There  is 
a  provision  whereby  adult  persons  who  have  no  property  may 
be  admitted  to  the  asylum,  upon  their  friends'  complying  with 
certain  conditions,  at  three  dollars  per  week,  the  expense  of 
their  support  above  that  sum  being  met  from  the  annual  appro- 
priation of  $6,ooo  paid  from  the  State  treasury. 

I  wish  the  trustees  might  be  enabled  to  greatly  extend  this 
provision,  so  as  to  bring  it  within  the  reach  of  all  whose  friends 
will  contribute  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  week  towards  their 
support  at  the  asylum,  and  that  it  might  be  enacted  that  insane 
paupers  shall  be  cared  for  at  the  public  expense  at  the  asylum, 
unless  a  competent  commission  of  medical  men  shall  certify 
there  is  no  reasonable  hope  that  they  can  be  cured  by  treatment 
there.  To  do  this  would  involve  some  additional  expense,  but 
I  believe  the  people  of  our  State  can  afford,  and  are  perfectly 
willing,  to  be  liberal  in  their  provisions  for  a  class  of  unfortu- 
nates as  innocent,  as  helpless,  and  as  deserving  as  those  who 
are  the  proper  subjects  of  treatment  at  an  asylum  for  the  insane. 

THE    NEW   STATE-PRISON. 

The  want  of  a  new  state-prison  became  so  apparent  that  the 
legislature  of  1877  made  an  appropriation  of  $200,000  for  that 
purpose.  It  designated  that  it  should  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  accommodate  two  hundred  convicts. 

The  number  of  convicts  increased  so  rapidly,  it  was  thought 
necessary  by  the  legislature  of  1878  to  enlarge  the  cell  accom- 
modations, and  an  additional  act  was  passed,  increasing  the 
number  of  cells  for  male  convicts  eighty-four ;  and  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $30,000  was  made  for  that  purpose. 
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This  addition  was  commenced  before  the  work  had  been  far 
advanced,  so  that  the  harmony  of  the  plans  and  architectural 
proportions  was  not  in  the  least  disturbed. 

The  commission  appointed  by  my  predecessor  to  purchase  the 
site  and  construct  this  great  and  important  public  work  have 
faithfully  and  economically  discharged  their  responsible  duties, 
and  have  made  rapid  progress  towards  its  completion.  The 
site  selected  is  favorable,  and  the  best  scientific  skill  has  been 
employed  to  make  the  prison  secure  and  convenient,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  construct  it  in  such  manner  that  the  convicts  will 
have  ample  and  comfortable  accommodations,  in  cells  well 
ventilated  and  furnished  with  an  abundance  of  light. 

The  shop  will  also  be  spacious,  and  well  suited  to  any  kind 
of  work  which  the  convicts  will  ordinarily  be  employed  on.  As 
no  description  of  the  prison  has  been  given,  it  may  not  be  inap- 
propriate to  allude  to  it  here. 

It  is  located  about  one  mile  north  of  the  state-house.  The  prop- 
erty of  the  State  comprises  twenty-one  acres  of  land,  with  a  front* 
age  of  more  than  2,000  feet,  and  a  depth  of  550  feet.  The  wisdom 
shown  in  the  selection  of  the  site  must  commend  itself  to  every 
one.  A  conveniently  arranged  dwelling  for  the  warden  and  his 
deputy,  with  two  distinct  tenements,  has  been  constructed,  57  by 
49  feet.  The  prison  buildings  are  as  follows  :  center  building, 
three  stories  in  height,  containing  cook-room,  warden's  offices, 
guard-room,  hospital,  and  chapel ;  the  south  wing  will  be  used 
for  a  female  prison,  with  sufficient  capacity  for  twenty  convicts  ; 
the  north  wing  contains  248  cells,  and  in  the  west  wing  are  the 
heating  apparatus,  washing-rooms,  and  solitary  cells.  The 
whole  length  of  the  building  is  381  feet.  The  workshop  is  280 
feet  in  length,  40  in  width,  and  two  stories  in  height,  the  yard 
to  be  enclosed  with  a 'brick  wall  20  feet  in  height;  and  the 
whole  structure  to  be  of  brick,  with  granite  trimmings. 

With  the  rapid  progress  that  has  been  made,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  the  present  year.  It  is  a 
source  of  gratification  to  me  to  be  able  to  say,  that  this  great 
public  work  has  not  only  been  carefully  and  well  managed,  but 
will  be  completed  inside  of  the  appropriation  made. 

These  results,  which  must  be  gratifying  to  the  people  of  the 
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State,  are  to  be  mainly  credited  to  the  patient  and  laborious 
supervision  of  ex-Governor  Prescott  and  council,  and  the  excel- 
lent judgment  and  faithfulness  with  which  the  building  commis- 
sioners —  Hon.  John  Kimball  of  Concord,  Hon.  A.  M.  Shaw  of 
Lebanon,  and  A.  J.  Pillsbury,  Esq.,  of  Northwood  —  have  dis- 
charged their  important  duties. 

Under  the  excellent  management  of  the  present  officers,  the 
net  earnings  of  the  State  convicts  in  the  old  prison,  in  1878, 
were  $6,126.54  ;  and  as  work  can  be  carried  on  to  much  better 
advantage  in  the  new  structure,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
the  interest  on  its  cost,  above  the  amount  set  aside  for  that  pur- 
pose from  previous  earnings  of  the  prisoners,  will  be  met  from 
future  profits,  and  that  the  people  will  not  be  called  upon  to  pay 
directly  for  this  public  work. 

STATE   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

This  institution  is  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition  than  ever 
before ;  but  it  would  be  too  much  to  say  that  it  has  yet  fully 
redeemed  the  promises  of  its  founders  and  early  friends. 

The  proper  province  of  this  school  is  to  do  a  certain  work 
which  none  of  our  other  institutions  of  learning  attempts,  and 
much  of  the  criticism  which  was  heard  during  the  past  year 
was,  I  judge,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  did  not  confine  itself  to  that 
work.  These  faults,  I  am  satisfied,  have  been  remedied  ;  and, 
while  much  more  remains  to  be  accomplished  before  the  school 
will  be  fitted  to  do  the  work  which  the  people  of  the  State 
expect  of  it,  the  progress  made  in  the  right  direction  during  the 
past  two  years  is  a  very  gratifying  one. 

Our  common-school  system  is  justly  held  to  lie  at  the  founda- 
tion of  our  prosperity,  and  we  cannot  as  a  State  afford  to  discard 
any  plan  which  promises  to  furnish  us  with  teachers  fitted  for  the 
important  places  they  are  to  occupy.  Yet  it  is  neither  just  to 
the  people  at  large,  nor  to  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  numer- 
ous academies  in  the  State,  that  one  school,  which  does  onlv 
academy  work,  should  be  supported  at  the  public  expense,  while 
others  are  left  to  take  care  of  themselves.  Nor  is  it  creditable 
or  profitable  that  a  normal  school,  which  undertakes  to  finish  the 
work  begun  by  the  academies  and  high  schools,  should  be  left  to 
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eke  out  a  miserable  existence,  either  for  want  of  sufficient  funds 
or  competent  management 

So  far,  the  school  at  Plymouth  has  been  an  experiment ;  but 
it  seems  to  me  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  adopt  a  per- 
manent policy  in  regard  to  it.  It  has  been  shown  that  it  cannot 
support  itself,  and  it  may  be  assumed  that  it  will  not  become 
vigorous  and  thrifty  by  being  fed  from  hand  to  mouth.  Now,  if 
it  be  decided  that  the  State  cannot  afford  to  maintain  the 
school  properly,  and  this  probably  cannot  be  done  at  less  than 
$5,000  annually,  it  might  as  well  be  abandoned.  Any  hope  that 
the  school  will  in  the  future  be  self-sustaining  is  sure  to  prove 
delusive,  and  any  expectations  that  it  will  do  good  work  on  poor 
pay  are  sure  also  to  fail. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  be  concluded,  that,  in  doing  what  we 
have,  we  have  gone  too  far  to  retract  with  honor  and  profit,  then 
the  school  should  be  finally  adopted  by  the  State,  and  pledged 
an  annual  appropriation  sufficient,  not  only  to  supply  its  present 
needs,  but  to  enable  its  managers  to  extend  its  operations  and 
greatly  increase  its  usefulness. 

The  board  of  trustees  as  now  constituted  consists  of  seven- 
teen persons,  devoted  friends  of  the  institution,  who  have 
succeeded  in  removing  many  of  the  objections  which  have  been 
raised  against  it,  and  in  helping  it  to  deserve  and  win  a  consid- 
erable degree  of  public  confidence ;  but  it  appears  to  me  that  a 
less  numerous  body  of  directors  could  manage  it  quite  as  suc- 
cessfully and  more  easily,  and  I  desire  to  endorse  a  suggestion 
made  by  some  of  its  best  friends,  viz.,  "  that  a  board  of  seven 
members  is  large  enough." 

During  the  past  year  the  school  has  graduated  a  number  of 
teachers,  who,  I  am  satisfied,  have  been  fitted  by  special 
instruction  for  their  important  work.  And  the  course  of 
instruction  lately  adopted  seems  calculated  to  make  the  instruc- 
tion effective  in  the  right  direction. 

The  new  principal,  Prof.  Warren,  comes  with  the  highest 
possible  recommendations  as  a  practical  educator  of  ability  and 
culture,  and  will  do  all  in  his  power  to  secure  results  that  will 
justify  the  opinions  of  those  who  regard  this  institution  as  a 
necessary  auxiliary  to  the  best  interests  of  our  public-school 
system. 
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THE   FISH   COMMISSION. 

The  work  of  stocking  our  inland  waters  with  valuable  varieties 
of  fish  has  been  industriously  and  judiciously  carried  forward 
by  the  fish  commissioners,  whose  report  will  exhibit  their  opera- 
tions in  detail. 

We  necessarily  have  to  wait  long  and  patiently  for  proof  that 
our  efforts  in  this  direction  will  be  crowned  with  complete  suc- 
cess ;  but  the  results  of  similar  enterprises  in  other  countries, 
and  of  the  early  and  imperfect  experiments  in  our  State,  justify 
the  expectation  that  our  numerous  lakes  and  streams  may  be 
made  to  yield  large  quantities  of  delicious  and  nourishing  food, 
and  recover  the  attractions  of  which  they  have  been  deprived  by 
the  careless  and  indiscriminate  slaughter  of  their  finny  occu- 
pants, and  by  the  erection  of  obstacles  which  have  closed  the 
pathway  of  migratory  fish  to  and  from  the  sea. 

The  worst  difficulty  with  which  the  commissioners  have  to 
contend  is  the  disposition  to  ignore  and  violate  the  laws  for  the 
protection  of  fish  during  the  close  season ;  and,  until  public 
sentiment  demands  and  the  people  secure  a  more  rigid  enforce- 
ment of  these  laws,  we  shall  not  receive  as  large  a  return  for 
our  investments  as  otherwise  would  be  obtained. 

OLD   RECORDS. 

There  are  in  various  parts  of  the  state-house  many  old  records 
and  papers  belonging  to  the  State,  which  are  of  great  value, 
and  which  should  be  preserved  in  such  shape  that  they  can  be 
referred  to  whenever  occasion  requires.  I  would  suggest  that  it 
would  be  well  for  the  legislature  to  authorize  the  governor  and 
council  to  employ  some  suitable  person  to  file  and  arrange  these 
papers,  so  that  they  may  be  saved,  and  can  be  obtained  when 
needed. 

TRAMPS. 

The  tramp  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  has  been  proved 
to  be  nearly  perfect.  Without  interfering  with  the  rights  of  any 
well-disposed  person,  it  has  rid  us  of  a  class  of  vagrants  whose 
presence  was  a  constant  annoyance  and  danger,  and  whose  sup- 
port was  a  heavy  burden.    The  popularity  of  the  law  is  shown 
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by  the  adoption  of  the  same  or  a  similar  law  in  several  other 
States. 

MILITIA 

The  New  Hampshire  National  Guard,  constituted  by  the  last 
legislature,  is  composed  of  thirty  companies  of  infantry,  four 
sections  of  artillery,  and  two  troops  of  cavalry.  This  force  is 
organized  into  one  brigade  of  three  regiments.  You  have  had 
an  opportunity  to-day  to  witness  the  men,  their  drill,  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  are  uniformed  and  equipped;  and  I  feel 
certain  you  will  agree  with  me  in  the  opinion  that  they  consti- 
tute a  militia  of  which  every  citizen  of  the  State  has  reason  to 
be  proud.  New  Hampshire  could  never  point  to  a  better,  and 
no  Slate  has  one  superior  of  the  same  number  or  size.  During 
the  year^  three  new  companies  of  infantry  have  been  organized,  — 
one  at  Laconia,  one  at  Nashua,  and  one  at  Hillsborough.  One 
section  of  artillery  at  Peterborough  has  been  disbanded. 
Twenty-one  companies  have  been  furnished  with  new  uniforms, 
and  those  of  nine  companies  have  been  made  over  to  correspond 
with  the  new.  The  new  uniforms  cost  $23  each,  and  the 
remodeling  of  the  old  ones  $6  each.  The  aggregate  expense 
has  amounted  to  a  large  sum,  but  it  appears  justified  by  the 
results  obtained. 

Until  last  year,  our  State  pursued  an  economical  policy  in 
dealing  with  its  citizen  soldiery,  remaining  content  with  the 
skeleton  of  a  militia.  This  perhaps  was  wise ;  but  now,  when 
the  regular  army  is  being  crippled  and  reduced  upon  every 
possible  pretext  and  occasion,  and  so  hampered  that  it  is  not 
available  for  the  suppression  of  local  disturbances  or  action  in 
sudden  emergencies  of  any  kind,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  several 
Slates  to  provide  themselves  with  reliable  military  force  of  their 
own.  While  we  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  fully  test  our 
new  law,  I  am  satisfied  it  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old, 
and  will  result  in  molding  the  excellent  material  at  our  command 
into  a  force  which  will  not  only  be  a  credit  to  the  State,  but 
available  for  active  service  if  occasion  requires. 

More  detailed  information  on  this  subject  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  adjutant-general,  to  whose  executive  ability  and 
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conscientious  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  responsible  and 
poorly  paid  position  we  owe  very  much  of  the  excellent  con- 
dition of  the  National  Guard. 

And  here  allow  me  to  ask,  whether  it  is  fair  to  require  a  man, 
qualified  to  fill  this  important  position,  to  assume  and  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  adjutant,  inspector,  and  quartermaster  general, 
giving  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the 
great  amount  of  property  in  his  care,  and  do  all  the  work 
inseparable  from  the  office,  for  less  than  $1,000  per  year.  I 
think  not,  and  I  recommend  that  the  salary  of  this  office  be 
raised  to  that  amount. 

AGRICULTURAL   INTERESTS. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  State  to  deal  generously  with 
any  plan  which  has  seemed  calculated  to  advance  its  agricultu- 
ral interests,  and  we  shall  do  well  to  indorse  and  continue  to 
the  fullest  extent  this  course.  But  it  should  always  be  consid- 
ered that  the  welfare  of  our  farmers  cannot  be  advanced  at  the 
expense  of  any  other  class. 

Less  than  half  of  the  people  of  .our  State  are  engaged  in  agri- 
cultural pursuits,  and  their  prosperity  is,  and  must  be,  in  a  great 
measure,  dependent  upon  that  of  those  devoted  to  other  indus- 
tries. New  Hampshire  cannot  expect  to  compete  in  foreign 
markets  with  the  West.  And  without  a  large  consuming  popu- 
lation at  our  doors,  our  farms  will  become  valueless,  and  their 
owners,  who  have  always  been  the  pride  of  the  State,  be  com- 
pelled to  abandon  them. 

Whatever  laws  tend  to  develop  our  water-power,  to  open  our 
mines,  to  increase  the  business  of  oyr  railroads,  to  make  acces- 
sible and  attractive  our  summer  resorts,  and  to  build  up  and 
make  prosperous  our  cities  and  villages,  will  help  to  make  farm- 
ing profitable,  and  save  to  us  our  farm  population,  for  which  the 
whole  country  is  bidding. 

The  agricultural  college  is  in  a  better  condition  than  at  any 
previous  time  in  its  history.  It  ofiFers  the  most  liberal  induce- 
ments to  students  who  are  willing  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages.  But,  for  some  reason,  it  has  not  commanded  that 
public  favor  and  patronage  in  the  past  that  it  deserved  and  was 
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entitled  to.  It  has,  however,  increased  in  numbers  from  year  to 
year,  and  there  are  more  pupils  now  than  ever  before.  It  asks 
for  no  appropriation  from  the  State,  and  I  know  of  no  legislation 
which  is  demanded  in  its  behalf. 

The  college  farm,  which  is  in  charge  of  J.  W.  Sanborn,  Esq., 
a  practical  and  progressive  farmer,  is  being  used  to  a  consider- 
able extent  as  an  experimental  station,  and  as  such  is  contribut- 
ing largely  to  the  diffusion  of  valuable  information. 

The  farm  has  been  greatly  improved,  and  is  now  well  supplied 
with  stock  and  farm  implements.  It  has  one  of  the  largest  and 
best  herds  of  cattle  in  the  State,  some  excellent  specimens  of 
sheep  and  swine,  good  horses,  and  the  most  approved  farm 
machines.  Its  affairs  are  conducted  on  business  principles,  and 
it  is  rapidly  being  brought  into  a  condition  in  which  it  will  be  a 
model.  I  know  of  no  public  institution  which  can  show  better 
results  for  the  money  expended. 

The  board  of  agriculture  has  done  its  accustomed  amount  of 
work  during  the  past  year,  arranging  and  directing  meetings  in 
various  parts  of  the  State,  and  securing  the  help  of  many  emi- 
nent men  whose  thoughts  are  valuable  contributions  to  the  farm 
literature  of  the  period. 

I  wish  to  suggest  that  our  laws  regulating  the  sale  of  com- 
mercial fertilizers  in  this  State  may  be  profitably  amended  so  as 
Xp  require  each  manufacturer  of  such  fertilizers,  whose  products 
are  offered  for  sale  in  this  State,  to  pay  annually  to  the  state 
treasurer  a  small  license  fee,  which  may  be  expended,  under  the 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  in  obtaining  chemical 
analyses  of  fertilizers  for  general  publication,  to  the  end  that 
purchasers  may  act  advisedly. 

EDUCATION. 

The  history  of  New  Hampshire,  both  as  a  province  and  as  a 
State,  shows  that  her  people  have  never  failed  to  appreciate  the 
importance  of  furnishing  the  most  perfect  means  for  educating 
the  youth ;  and  if  the  system  which  the  State  as  such  has  sanc- 
tioned and  supported  has  been  less  showy  and  elaborate,  and 
less  expensive,  than  that  which  has  found  favor  elsewhere,  it  has 
given  us  results  which  are  as  good  as  the  best. 
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Our  common  schools  have  furnished  a  solid  education,  that  has 
not  only  tended  to  good  citizenship  of  the  highest  type,  but  has 
given  to  those  who  have  received  it  a  bread-winning  power  which 
ignorant  or  superficial  people  can  never  possess  ;  and  our  acad- 
emies and  college  have  done  their  work  so  well,  that  among  their 
alumni  are  found  many  of  the  master  minds  of  the  country,  and 
thousands  of  others  who  have  won  places  as  leaders  in  all  the 
professions  and  in  every  honorable  calling. 

The  facts  collected  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
and  presented  in  his  report  are  worthy  of  careful  attention  ;  but 
I  am  not  aware  that  they  call  for  any  special  legislation  relating 
to  our  public  schools.  It  has  been  found  to  be  good  policy  for 
the  State  to  leave  school  management  very  largely  in  the  hands 
of  towns  and  disiricts,  which  are  able  to  form  rules  better 
adapted  to  their  several  needs  and  conditions  than  any  general 
law  could  be. 

TEMPERANCE. 

The  temperance  reform  movement  has  continued  to  grow 
in  strength  and  favor  during  the  past  year,  until  it  now  com- 
mands the  cordial  and  active  support  of  nearly  all  classes  and 
communities.  The  result  is  to  be  seen  in  the  large  decrease  in 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  the  diminution  of  the  evils 
which  always  follow  in  the  wake  of  intemperance.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  overestimate  the  value  of  this  reform,  for  upon  it 
depends  largely  that  of  all  other  agencies  and  methods  which 
may  be  employed  to  correct  one  of  the  most  fatal  mistakes  to 
which  man  is  liable,  that  of  giving  to  appetite  the  place  that 
belongs  to  reason. 

Our  stringent  prohibitory  laws  are  generally  approved  and 
more  generally  enforced  than  ever  before.  They  prove  to  be 
well  adapted  to  secure  and  make  lasting  the  fruits  of  moral  sua- 
sion, and  probably  cannot  be  improved  by  being  essentially 
changed.  Laws  which  are  better  than  the  average  sentiment  of 
the  people  cannot  often  be  enacted,  and  when  enacted  cannot 
possibly  be  enforced. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  thus  directing  your  attention  to  such  matters  as  have  been 
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impressed  upon  my  mind  while  trying  to  become  somewhat 
familiar  with  the  affairs  of  our  State,  I  have  sought  rather  to 
invite  examination  of  such  matters  than  to  make  positive  recom- 
mendations in  regard  to  them,  feeling  confident  that  the  action 
of  the  people's  representatives  is  much  more  likely  to  commend 
itself  to  those  by  whose  favor  we  are  here,  than  the  opinion  of 
any  one  man. 

Under  the  guidance  of  a  kind  Providence,  New  Hampshire 
has  for  two  centuries  held  an  honorable  place  in  our  country's 
history.  The  industry  and  frugality  of  her  sons  and  daughters 
have  made  her  rich ;  their  genius  and  wisdom  have  made  her 
great;  their  scrupulous  honesty,  judicious  liberality,  and  con- 
scientious devotion  to  duty  have  made  her  strong.  Trusting  to 
the  same  guidance,  it  should  be  our  aim  not  to  decrease  her 
riches,  detract  from  her  greatness,  nor  despoil  her  of  her 
strength.

The  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  they  are  precluded  from  a  further  investigation  of 
the  case  by  section  4,  chapter  2  of  the  General  Laws,  and  ask 
that  they  may  be  discharged  from  any  further  consideration  of 
the  resolution. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  committee  discharged  from 
further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Bingham,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  act  entitled,  "  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  town 
of  Newcastle,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
in  a  new  draft  with  a  new  title,  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  reported  by  the  committee 
was  read  a  first  time  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Danforth,  from  the  Committee  on  Insurance,  to  whom  was 
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referred  the  bill  entitled,  "An  act  in  amendment  of  section  12, 
chapter  173  of  the  General  Laws,  in  relation  to  insurance  com- 
panies and  agents,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the 
same  with  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved^  That  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Danforth,  from  the  Committee  on  Insurance,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  providing  precautions  against 
the  destruction  of  property  by  fire,"  having  considered  the  same, 
reported  the  same  in  a  new  draft,  with  the  recommendation  that 
the  bill  in  the  new  draft  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  in  a  new  draft  read  a 
first  time,  laid  on  the  table,  and  ordered  printed. 

Mr.  Key,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  in  relation  to  actions  for  per- 
sonal injuries,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
in  a  new  draft,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  in  a  new  draft  read  a  first 
time  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Patten,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  resolution  of  inquiry  relating  to  the  expendi- 
tures for  the  maintenance  of  the  volunteer  militia  during  the 
past  year,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  as  follows ;  — 

Of  the  forty-one  thousand  and  forty-two  dollars  drawn  from 
the  state  treasury  for  the  support  of  the  militia,  during  the  past 
year,  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  was  expended  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  existing  laws,  which  did  not  go  into  effect  until 
April  I  of  the  present  year. 

Chapter  87  of  the  General  Statutes  provided  that  the  New 
Hampshire  state  militia  should  consist  of  a  number  not  exceed- 
ing two  thousand  officers  and  enlisted  men.  It  was  further  pro- 
vided by  the  General  Statutes  that  the  adjutant-general  should 
supply  said  force  with  arms,  clothing,  and  necessary  camp  equi- 
page, and  that  the  governor  should  from  time  to  time  draw  his 
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warrant  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  for  the  payment  of  said 
force.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  money  has  been  paid  from 
the  state  treasury  without  proper  vouchers  or  warrant  of  law. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  committee  discharged  from 
further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  McCutchins,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  concerning  abandoned 
animals/'  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  in  a 
new  draft  and  new  title,  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  new  draft  read  a  first  time  and 
ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Jones,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  trees, 
shrubs,  and  patent-rights,"  having  considered  the  same,  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved^  That  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  laid  on  the  table  to  be 
printed. 

Mr.  Howard,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  pro- 
tection of  fish  and  game  for  five  years,"  having  considered  the 
same,  reported  the  same  with  amendments,  and  recommended 
its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  amended  and  laid  on 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Miller,  from  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  act  entitled,  **  An  act  to  suppress  pigeon- 
shooting  and  similar  sports,"  having  considered  the  same, 
reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolvedy  That  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  laid  on  the  table  to  be 
printed. 

Mr.  Miller,  from  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  act  in  amendment  of  section  4  of  chapter 
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179  of  the  General  Laws,  changing  the  time  for  catching  brook- 
trout,  and  section  9  of  said  chapter,  in  relation  to  the  time  for 
catching  salmon,  having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same 
with  the  following  resolution :  —  , 

Resolved,  That  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  read- 
ing. 

Mr.  Miller,  from  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  act  in  amendment  of  section  2,  chapter 
177  of  the  General  Laws,  in  relation  to  game  laws  and  birds, 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  same  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  resolution  adopted,  and  the  bill 
indefinitely  postponed. 

Mr.  Miller,  from  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game,  to 
whom  was  referred  an  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  177  of  the 
General  Laws,  in  relation  to  the  killing  of  birds,  having  con- 
sidered the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  following  resolu- 
tion :  — 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Bingham,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  act  entitled,  "  An  act  to  give  women  the  right 
to  vote  in  municipal  and  town  elections  in  certain  cases,"  with 
instructions  to  report  upon  the  constitutionality  of  its  provisions, 
having  considered  the  same,  reported  the  same  with  the  follow- 
ing resolution :  — 

Resolved,  That,  according  to  the  practical  construction  given 
to  the  constitution  since  its  adoption  up  to  the  year  1878,  the 
provisions  of  the  act  are  unconstitutional,  and  that  we  think 
those  provisions  are  in  conflict  with  what  may  be  fairly  implied 
from  the  constitution,  although  not  prohibited  by  its  strict  letter. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Foster  of 
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Canterbury,  the  bill  laid   on  the  table  and  made  the  special 
order  for  Thursday,  July  lo,  at  ten  o'clock,  a.  m. 

SPECIAL   ORDER. 

The  special  order  was  taken  from  the  table,  being  an  act  in 
amendment  of,  and  in  addition  to,  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Laws,  passed  June  session,  1878. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  same,  Mr.  Hatch  of  Greenland 
called  for  a  division,  and  the  bill  was  considered  by  sections. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  section  3  was  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "annually,"  in  the  eleventh  line,  the 
words  "  or  biennially." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens,  section  5  was  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following :  "  within  twenty  days 
after  the  day  on  which  such  election  is  held  j  and  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  also  apply  to  classed  towns.'* 

(Mr.  Lund  of  Concord  in  the  chair.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  section  12  was  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "  and  eleven,"  and  insert  the  word 
"  and  "  after  the  word  "  nine  "  in  said  section. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  section  10  was  amended 
by  adding  to  said  section  the  following  :  "  and  said  section  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  include,  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  all 
deposits  in  savings  banks  out  of  the  State.  Section  8  of  said 
chapter,  and  also  so  much  of  section  i  of  chapter  56  as  is  incon- 
sistent with  the  foregoing  amendments,  are  hereby  repealed." 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  section  14  was  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following :  "  Sections  10, 
II,  and  12  of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  are  hereby  re- 
pealed." 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  section  15  was  stricken 
out  and  the  following  inserted  instead  thereof:  "Chapter  61  is 
amended  by  striking  out  of  section  4  all  after  the  word  *  town,' 
in  the  twelfth  line  from  the  bottom,  and  inserting  the  following : 
'  And  the  chairman  (or  a  member  designated  by  the  board)  shall 
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meet  with  the  board  of  equalization  when  notified  to  do  so,  and 
when  the  inventories  of  his  county  are  under  consideration  by 
the  board,  and  shall  give  the  board  the  results  of  the  aforesaid 
inspection  by  the  county  commissioners,  and  all  other  infor- 
mation in  his  possession.'  Section  6  of  said  chapter  is 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  six  lines  of  said  section." 

On  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  section  i8  was  stricken 
out  and  the  following  inserted  instead  thereof :  "  Chapter  69  is 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  10  and  11  of  said  chapter  and 
inserting  the  following :  *  Any  land-owner  or  other  person 
aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  selectmen,  in  the  assessment 
of  damages  in  any  case  relating  to  a  highway,  may  appeal  there- 
from to  the  supreme  court  by  petition  within  one  year  after  the 
highway  or  alterations  are  made ;  and  any  land-owner  or  other 
person  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  selectmen  in  the  lay- 
ing out  or  altering  a  highway  may  appeal  therefrom  to  said 
court  by  petition,  which  shall  be  filed  within  sixty  days  after  the 
return  thereof  is  recorded,  if  he  had  actual  notice  of  such  lajring 
out  or  altering,  otherwise  within  one  year  after  the  highway  or 
alterations  are  made  ;  and  shall  file  with  it  a  bond  in  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  to  pay 
to  the  petitioners  for  the  highway  or  alteration  the  costs  which 
may  be  awarded  them  in  case  the  decision  of  the  selectmen  is 
affirmed ;  and  on  notice,  as  provided  in  section  2,  and  such 
other  notice  as  the  court  may  order,  such  petitions  may  be  re- 
ferred to  the  commissioners.' " 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parker  of  Merrimack,  section  19  was 
amended  by  adding  the  following :  "  Section  6  of  the  same 
chapter  is  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  '  one  month,'  in 
the  fourth  line,  and  substituting  the  words  *  three  months.' " 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  section  22  was 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  section  the  following : 
"  And  by  striking  out  the  word  *  ten  '  in  said  section  and 
inserting  instead  thereof  the  word  'fifty.'  " 

Pending  consideration,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Maxfield  of  Man- 
chester, the  House  adjourned. 
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AFTERNOON. 

The  House  met  at  three  o'clock. 

(The  speaker  in  the  chair.) 

THIRD   READINGS. 

The  following-entitled  bills,  being  in  order  for  that  purpose, 
were  severally  read  a  third  time  and  passed :  — 

An  act  in  amendment  of  sections  5  and  6,  chapter  1 10  of  the 
General  Laws. 

An  act  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  wood,  bark, 
timber,  logs,  and  lumber. 

The  bill  entitled,  "An  act  in  amendment  of  section  4  of 
chapter  179  of  the  General  Laws,  changing  the  time  of  catching 
brook-trout,  and  section  9  of  said  chapter  in  relation  to  the  time 
for  catching  salmon,"  was  read  a  third  time,  and,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Gilman  of  Nashua,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  bill 
put  back  upon  its  second  reading,  and,  pending  the  adoption  of 
an  amendment,  offered  by  the  same  gentleman,  the  bill  was  laid 
on  the  table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gilman  of  Nashua. 

Mr.  Sanborn  of  Franklin  presented  a  resolution  requesting 
the  Committee  on  Printers*  Accounts  to  report  forthwith  upon 
the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  in  relation  to  the  public  printing." 

Pending  consideration,  the  unfinished  business,  being  the  bill 
entitled,  "An  act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addition  to  the 
provisions  of  the  General  Laws,  passed  June  session,  1878," 
was  called  for  by  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sanborn  of  Franklin,  the  unfinished  business 
was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Jones,  C.  H.,  of  Weare,  moved  the  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  a  bill  providing  for  the 
commutation  of  the  sentence  of  Joseph  B.  Buzzell  to  imprison- 
ment for  life. 

Upon  the  question  being  taken,  sixty-nine  members  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 
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Less  than  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  representatives 
having  voted,  the  speaker  declared  the  motion  lost. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  the  bill  entitled,  "  An 
act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Laws,  passed  June  session,  1878,''  was  taken  from  the 
table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  section  24  was  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "  nor  the  "  in  the  third  line,  and 
inserting  instead  thereof  the  words  "  or  who  is  not  the." 

Also  to  amend  section  25  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  section' 
"  Section  8,  chapter  132,  is  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
*  January  i,  1875,*  in  the  fourth  line,  and  inserting  instead 
thereof  the  words  *  July  i,  1878.'  " 

Also  to  amend  section  26  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following :  "  And  the  lien  provided  for  in  section  16  of  said 
chapter  shall  continue  ninety  days  after  the  labor  is  performed." 

Also  to  amend  section  29  by  striking  out  in  the  third  line  the 
words  "  and  complaints  for  bastardy." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bingham  of  Littleton,  to  strike  out  section 
35,  a  division  was  called  by  Mr.  Bingham  of  Littleton,  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  members  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
sixty-seven  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  to  strike  out  the 
section  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  section  40  was  stricken 
out  and  the  following  inserted  in  its  stead  :  — 

The  body  of  laws  entitled  the  "  General  Laws  of  New  Hamp- 
shire," as  arranged,  revised,  and  compiled  by  the  commissioners 
and  published  under  their  authority,  and  such  chapters  of  the 
public  laws  passed  June  session,  1878,  as  are  not  incorporated  or 
adopted  in  the  General  Laws,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
public  laws  of  this  State,  and  to  supersede  all  laws  inconsistent 
therewith  passed  before  January  i,  1879,  and  are  to  be  the 
basis  of  all  amendments.  All  laws  passed  at  the  June  session, 
1879,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  passed  subsequent  to  the 
passage  of  this  section. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  the  bill  was  further 
amended  by  adding  the  following  sections  :  — 

Sect.  — .  At  every  election  for  governor,  councilor,  senator, 
elector  of  president  and  vice-president,  representative  to  Con- 
gress, representative  to  the  general  court,  or  county  officers,  the 
moderator  and  selectmen  shall  cause  all  ballots  given  in  for 
governor,  councilor,  senator,  elector,  representatives  in  Con- 
gress, and  county  officers,  and  all  ballots  given  in  for  represent- 
atives to  the  general  court  at  any  balloting  at  which  such  repre- 
sentative shall  be  declared  elected,  after  such  ballots  shall  have 
been  counted,  declared,  and  recorded  respectively,  to  be  secured 
and  placed  in  suitable  packages  or  envelopes  and  sealed ;  and  shall 
inscribe  on  such  packages  or  envelopes  a  record  of  such  vote 
as  declared  by  the  moderator,  and  at  what  election  the  same 
were  given  in,  and  attest  such  inscription  by  their  own  signa- 
tures, and  shall  deliver  the  same,  so  sealed,  inscribed,  and 
attested,  to  the  town  clerk  before  the  adjournment  of  the  meet- 
ing at  which  the  ballots  were  cast. 

Sect.  — .  The  said  town  clerk  shall  carefully  keep  such 
packages  or  envelopes  so  delivered  and  the  ballots  therein  in 
the  same  condition  and  unopened  for  sixty  days  after  such 
election,  and  shall,  at  the  request  in  writing  made  within  said  sixty 
days  by  any  person  for  whom  a  ballot  shall  have  been  cast  at 
said  election  and  so  recorded,  send  to  the  secretary  of  state  the 
package  or  envelope  aforesaid,  containing  the  ballot  or  ballots 
given  in  for  such  person ;  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall 
preserve  said  package  or  envelope  unopened  and  the  ballots 
therein,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  legislature. 

Sect.  — ,  Whoever  shall  willfully  violate  the  provisions  of 
either  of  the  two  sections  next  preceding  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, and  the  bill  read  a  third  time,  passed,  and  sent  to  the 
Senate  for  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Danforth  of  Concord, 
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Resolved,  That  the  vote  whereby  the  House  refused  to  suspend 
the  rules  for  the  introduction  of  the  bill  entitled,  "  An  act  to 
commute  the  sentence  of  death  in  the  case  of  Joseph  B.  Buzzell 
to  imprisonment  for  life,"  be  reconsidered. 

The  House  refused  to  reconsider  the  vote. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch  of  Greenland,  the  House  adjourned.

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REPORT 


OF  THE 


COMMIHEE  ON  STATE-PRISON. 


The  Committee  on  State-Prison  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report  and  recommendations  :  — 

The  committee  made  a  visit  to  the  old  or  present  prison  and 
were  very  cordially  received  by  the  warden,  Mr.  Pilsbury,  and 
under  his,  the  deputy-warden's,  and  chaplain's  guidance,  were 
conducted  through  the  different  departments  of  the  prison.  The 
committee  were  much  pleased  with  the  favors  shown  and  the 
opportunities  accorded  them  to  examine  into  the  details  of 
prison  life,  its  discipline,  methods,  etc. :  and  the  committee 
were  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  warden  and  his 
subordinates  are  the  right  men  in  the  right  places ;  that  they 
thoroughly  understand  their  business,  and  have,  by  long  experi- 
ence, careful  study,  and  strict  discipline,  made  themselves 
abundantly  capable  of  filling  the  positions  they  occupy  with 
credit  to  themselves  and  the  State.  The  committee  were  both 
surprised  and  gratified  at  the  strict  discipline  which  it  was  very 
evident  prevails  within  the  prison,  not  only  among  the  prisoners^ 
but  also  among  the  officers,  from  the  warden  down  to  the  lowest 
subordinate,  and  also  at  the  fact  that  it  requires  but  little  punish- 
ment to  enforce  it  among  the  prisoners.  And  they  deem  that 
under  the  present  management  conspiracies  and  escapes  are 
almost  among  the  impossibilities. 

The  committee  would  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the 
prison  library,  and  have  introduced  a  joint  resolution  to  that 
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effect,  being  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  an  important  auxiliary  to 
the  prison.  The  enjoyments  and  recreation  of  the  prisoners 
must  necessarily  be  very  limited,  and  the  privilege,  with  the 
pleasure,  benefit,  and  knowledge,  which  they  derive  from  the  use 
of  the  books  ought  certainly  to  be  encouraged  and  sustained. 

The  committee  also  visited  the  new  prison  in  process  of 
erection,  and  were  much  pleased  and  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
work  as  far  as  it  has  progressed,  and  consequently  have  no 
criticisms  to  offer,  but  do  desire  to  make  a  few  recommendations, 
as  follows  :  — 

First,  That  the  main  road  in  front  of  the  prison  be  straight- 
ened. 

Second,  That  the  State  purchase  the  piece  of  land  opposite 
the  prison,  lying  between  the  main  road  and  the  track  of  the 
Concord  and  Claremont  Railroad,  or  such  a  portion  of  it  as 
lies  directly  opposite  the  land  now  owned  by  the  State. 

Third.  That  the  prison  yard  be  enlarged  on  the  west  side  by 
building  the  rear  wall  of  the  yard  fifty  feet  further  back  towards 
the  west  than  is  at  present  intended.  And  we  deem  this  to  be 
a  very  important  matter  and  one  that  should  be  considered  at 
once ;  the  committee  believing  it  a  certainty  that  at  some 
future  time,  and  very  likely  at  an  early  day,  under  a  different 
contract,  the  yard  as  it  is  at  present  intended  to  be  built,  would 
be  far  too  small,  and  the  addition  could  now  be  made  at  a 
comparatively  small  expense  to  what  it  would  cost  to  do  the 
same  at  some  future  time  after  the  yard  had  been  completed. 

Fourth.  If  this  report  and  recommendations  meet  the 
approval  of  the  members  of  the  House,  we  desire  that  a  copy  of 
such  a  part  of  them  as  refers  to  the  new  prison  be  sent  to  the 
building  committee.

REPORT 


OF  THE 


COMMIHEE  ON  STATE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  Reform  School  respectfully 
report  that  it  has,  in  connection  with  the  Senate  committee, 
taken  the  subject  into  consideration,  and  visited  the  institution 
on  the  19th  day  of  June,  and  found  it  to  be  in  goof/ v/orking  con- 
dition. The  inmates  showed  that  they  were  receiving  good 
training  in  the  school,  on  the  farm,  and  in  the  workshop. 

A  few  of  the  boys  are  employed  on  the  farm,  but  a  large 
proportion  of  them  are  employed  in  the  workshop  at  cane-seat- 
ing chairs.  This  occupation  simply  serves  to  occupy  their  time, 
without  much  pecuniary  benefit  to  the  State,  and  without  giving 
to  the  boy  that  kind  of  labor  or  trade  that  will  be  of  value  to 
him  after  having  served  his  term.  Your  committee  cannot 
express  its  views  upon  this  point  better  than  to  quote  the  fol- 
lowing, from  the  superintendent's  report  for  this  year  :  — 

"  Now,  under  these  circumstances,  we  do  hope  to  see,  at  no 
very  distant  day,  mechanical  pursuits  successfully  carried  on, 
so  that  these  unfortunate  lads  can  go  forth  acquainted  with  a  use- 
ful trade  that  will  enable  them  to  gain  an  honest  livelihood.  Let 
them  start  out  in  life  with  a  good  trade,  an  honest  purpose,  and 
industry,  and  they  can,  we  think,  the  majority  of  them,  succeed 
and  become  useful  members  of  society.  On  the  other  hand, 
turn  them  adrift  without  a  trade,  money,  friends,  or  a  home,  and 
will  it  not  be  a  wonder  if  they  do  succeed  ?  " 
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The  present  workshop  is  in  a  two-story  building,  thirty  and 
one-half  feet  by  sixty-four  feet,  and  ten  feet  high.  The  station- 
ary boiler  of  fifty  horse-power  is  nearly  new,  and  from  it 
power  can  easily  be  spared  to  run  a  thirty-horse-power  station- 
ary engine,  as  ten  horse-power  is  all  that  is  now  required. 
There  is  ample  room  to  locate  another  workshop,  if  it  is  deemed 
best  to  do  so.  Your  committee  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  the  interests  of  the  school  and  of  the  State  demand  that 
some  improvement  in  this  direction  should  be  made  without 
further  delay,  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
joint  resolution.

COMMIHEE  ON  ELECTIONS. 


The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memo- 
rial of  J.  C.  Wingate  and  others,  citizens  of  Stratham,  praying 
that  Josiah  B.  Wiggin  may  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  House 
as  representative  of  said  town,  having  considered  the  same, 
present  the  following  report :  — 

The  evidence  presented  showed,  that,  at  the  town  meeting  in 
November  last,  there  was  no  choice  for  representative  on  the 
first  ballot ;  that,  on  the  second  ballot,  Josiah  B.  Wiggin  had  95 
votes,  Andrew  P.  Jones  had  65,  and  32  were  scattering,  97  votes 
being  necessary  for  a  choice.  But  it  was  shown,  that,  without  a 
vote  of  the  meeting,  the  moderator  declared  the  polls  closed 
when  there  were  two  well-known  citizens  within  a  few  feet  of 
the  ballot-box,  who  expressed  the  wish  to  vote,  and  who  testified 
that,  had  they  been  allowed  to  do  so,  they  would  have  cast  their 
ballots  for  the  claimant. 

It  was  also  shown  that  one  of  the  votes  for  Jones  was  cast  by 
one  Edmund  A.  Greenleaf,  who  was  not  a  legal  voter,  and 
whose  only  claim  to  a  residence  in  Stratham  was  in  having 
been  employed  on  the  farm  of  a  citizen  of  that  town,  from  April 
25  to  September  12,  1878,  while  claiming  a  residence  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  second  ballot,  if  correctly  made  up^  admitting  the  two 
votes  for  Wiggin  which  were  improperly  refused,  and  throwing 
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out  the  vote  illegally  cast  for  Jones  by  Greenleaf,  would  stand 
as  follows :  — 

Whole  number  of  votes  cast 193 

Necessary  for  a  choice 97 

Scattering 32 

Andrew  P.  Jones 64 

Josiah  B.  Wiggin 97 

The  committee,  therefore,  unanimously  present  the  following 
resolution  :  — 

Resolved^  That  Josiah  B.  Wiggin  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this 
House  as  a  representative  for  the  town  of  Stratham.

REPORT   OF  COMMISSION 

TO  CONBIDKB  MATTEB8  BSLATIKa  TO  THS 

WINNIPE8AUKEE  LAKE  COTTON  AND  WOOLEN 
MANUFACTUEING  COMPANY. 


SPECIFICATION  OF  CHARGES. 

First,  That  the  only  consideration  for  the  privileges  granted 
to  the  company  by  the  original  charter  of  1831  was  the  ex- 
pected benefits  that  might  be  conferred  upon  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  by  the  building  up  of  a  manufactory  of  cotton  and 
woolen  goods  and  machinery  at  Lake  Village. 

Second,  That  the  consideration  of  the  additional  act  of  1846 
was  the  same,  and  the  company  acquired  no  power  under  that 
act  to  improve  the  water-power  of  the  Winnipesaukee,  Merri- 
mack, and  Pemigewasset  rivers  and  their  tributaries,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  manufacturing  cotton 
and  woolen  goods  and  machinery  at  Lake  Village. 

Third,  If  by  implication  greater  powers  were  conferred  by 
the  act  of  1846,  the  petitioners  claim  that  by  that  act  the  com- 
pany acquired  no  right  to  improve  the  water-power  of  the 
Winnipesaukee,  Pemigewasset,  and  Merrimack  rivers  and  their 
tributaries  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  manufacturing 
cotton  and  woolen  goods  and  machinery  at  some  place  or  places 
in  this  State. 

Fourth,  That  the  company  has  violated  its  charter  in  this, 
viz. :  that  it  has  exercised  powers  not  granted  by  the  charter  or 
by  the  act  of  1846  ;  to  wit,  the  powers  of  a  mere  water  or  reser- 
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voir  company,  and  has  without  authority  of  law  drawn  the 
waters  of  Lake  Winnipesaukee  and  its  tributaries  out  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  for  use  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
and,  in  so  doing,  has,  to  a  great  extent,  made  the  manufacturing 
interests  of  New  Hampshire  tributary  to  those  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

Fifth.  That  it  has  violated  its  charter  in  this :  that  it  has 
neglected,  for  over  thirty  years,  to  exercise  the  powers  of  a  cor- 
poration chartered  for  the  sole  purpose  of  carrying  on  the 
business  of  manufacturing  cotton  and  woolen  goods  and  machin- 
ery in  New  Hampshire. 

Sixth.  That  it  has  not  only  failed  to  do  the  appropriate  work 
of  a  manufacturing  company  or  corporation  of  New  Hampshire, 
but  has  so  conducted  as  to  oppress  and  crush  out  the  manufac- 
turing interests  of  various  localities  on  the  borders  of  Lake 
Winnipesaukee,  especially  those  of  Lake  Village  and  Wolfe- 
borough. 

Seventh.  That,  in  the  exercise  of  its  usurped  powers  as  a 
water  or  reservoir  company,  it  has  held  back  and  drawn  off  the 
waters  of  Lake  Winnipesuakee  and  its  tributaries,  in  such  a 
way  as  to  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  upon  the 
borders  thereof. 

Eighth.  That  it  has  also  drawn  off  and  obstructed  by  dams 
the  waters  of  the  lake  in  such  a  way  and  manner  as  to  be  inju- 
rious to  the  navigable  interests  of  the  lake. 

Ninth.  That  it  has  held  back  and  discharged  the  waters  of 
the  lake  and  its  tributaries  in  such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  with 
the  natural  flowage  of  the  interval  lands  on  the  Merrimack 
River.

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REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  convetiedy  June  Session,  1879. 

The  undersigned  John  Farr  and  Charles  W.  Woodman,  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor  and  council  agreeably  to  a  joint  reso- 
lution of  the  legislature  of  1877,  with  the  late  lamented  Hon. 
Francis  A.  Faulkner  of  Keene,  a  commission  to  inquire  into  and 
report  the  facts  found  by  them,  and  also  recommend  such  legis- 
lation as  in  their  opinion  may  be  expedient,  in  relation  to  the 
Winnipesaukee  Lake  Cotton  and  Woolen  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, who  were  to  report  to  the  legislature  at  their  session  in 
June,  1878,  made  their  report  at  that  session,  of  the  progress 
they  had  made  in  their  investigations  of  the  matters  submitted 
to  them  as  aforesaid,  and  that  they  had  been  unable  to  complete 
the  investigations  necessary  to  be  made  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  the  resolution,  in  consequence  of  the  sickness  of 
Mr.  Faulkner,  the  chairman  of  the  commission  ;  and,  upon  the 
consideration  of  that  report,  the  legislature,  at  their  June  ses- 
sion of  1878,  by  joint  resolution  approved  August  9,  1878, 
recommitted  the  subject  matter  of  said  first  resolution  to  the 
commission  aforesaid  to  report  to  the  next  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, "  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  contained  in  said 
resolution "  of  1877,  and  giving  also  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  of  the  council,  authority  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  might 
occur  in  said  commission. 

That  the  commission  was  unable  to  proceed  with  the  business 
intrusted  to  them,  on  account  of  the  sickness  of  Mr.  Faulkner ; 
and  the  hope  was  for  some  time  entertained  by  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  commission  that  his  restored  health  would  bring 
Mr.  Faulkner's  valuable  services  to  their  aid,  but  the  hope 
proved  delusive,  and  Mr.  Faulkner  resigned  his  place  on  the 
commission  on  the  first  of  November,  1878,  and  has  since  died, 
to  the  great  regret  of  his  associates  and  all  the  parties  inter- 
ested. On  the  tenth  day  of  said  November,  Henry  P.  Rolfe 
of  Concord  was  duly  appointed  by  the  governor  and  council  to 
fill  the  vacancy  thus  made ;  and  the  commission  as  then  consti- 
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tuted,  agreeably  to  notice  which  was  given  to  counsel  on  both 
sides,  met  at  the  office  of  Henry  P.  Rolfe,  in  Concord,  on  the 
tenth  day  of  December,  1878,  and  re-organized  by  choosing 
John  Farr  chairman.  There  were  present  at  said  meeting 
Samuel  C.  Clark,  Esq.,  and  Hon.  £.  D.  Rand  as  counsel  for  the 
petitioners,  and  Hon.  John  Y.  Mugridge  as  counsel  for  the 
Lake  Company,  and  at  the  request  of  counsel  for  both  sides 
it  was  agreed  to  adjourn  to  the  eighteenth  day  of  February, 
1879,  at  the  same  place  ;  and  on  said  eighteenth  day  of  Febru- 
ary the  commission  met  agreeably  to  said  adjournment,  all  the 
commissioners  being  present.  Samuel  C.  Clark  appeared  for 
the  petitioners,  and  J.  P.  Hutchinson  for  the  Lake  Company. 
Mr.  Clark  represented  that  the  Lake  Company  had  leased  some 
of  their  mills  at  Lake  Village,  and  had  given  such  assurances  in 
regard  to  the  future  that  they  had  not  made  any  arrangements 
in  regard  to  putting  in  additional  testimony,  but  did  not  claim 
to  have  authority  to  speak  for  any  of  the  petitioners  except 
those  residing  at  Lake  Village,  and  the  Lake  Company  were 
unwilling  to  proceed  until  the  position  of  the  petitioners  should 
be  fully  developed ;  and  under  such  circumstances  your  commis-

House  in  Lake  Village,  on  Wednesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  May  next,  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  and  where  all  persons  interested  may 
be  heard.

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This  notice  was  published  in  the  weekly  newspapers  aforesaid 
during  the  months  of  March  and  April,  and  up  to  the  time  of  their 
last  issue  before  the  day  of  meeting  of  the  commissioners. 
Col.  Mason  W.  Tappan,  the  attorney-general  of  the  State,  who 
had  signified  his  intention  to  be  present  by  request  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  was  personally  notified  of  the  time  and  place 
of  said  meeting,  and  assured  the  commission  that  he  would  be 
present. 

Agreeably  to  the  notice  aforesaid,  the  undersigned  met  at  the 
Mount  Belknap  House  at  Lake  Village  on  said  fourteenth  day 
of  May,  and  Samuel  C.  Clark  and  Dr.  J.  C.  Moor  of  Lake  Vil- 
lage appeared  for  the  petitioners,  as  well  as  several  of  the  peti- 
tioners themselves.  Messrs.  Whipple,  Hibbard,  Mugridge,  and 
Green  appeared  for  the  Lake  Company.  Col.  Tappan  did  not 
appear,  and  he  was  communicated  with  by  telegraph  and  replied 
that  he  was  engaged  in  a  trial  at  Amherst,  and  could  not  come 
and  be  heard  before  the  commission  at  that  time.  Mr.  Samuel 
C.  Clark,  in  behalf  of  the  petitioners  whom  he  represented, 
declined  to  proceed  with  the  hearing  unless  the  commissioners 
should  feel  it  their  duty  to  make  a  report  upon  the  evidence 
already  submitted.  That  the  Lake  Company  had  repaired  their 
mills  and  leased  some  of  them  at  Lake  Village  at  a  low  rent,  and 
he  requested  the  commissioners  in  substance  to  report  to  the  leg- 
islature that  all  parties  were  satisfied  to  let  the  matters  in  contro- 
versy drop,  although  it  did  not  appear  that  any  arrangement  or 
agreement  had  been  made  with  the  Lake  Company,  or  any  defi- 
nite promise  given  by  said  company,  that  would  afford  assurances 
that  these  difficulties  might  not,  at  any  time,  break  out  anew. 

The  commissioners  were  fully  aware  that  the  legislature  had, 
in  previous  sessions,  been  repeatedly  memorialized  by  numerous 
petitioners  at  Lake  Village,  Laconia,  and  other  places  around 
and  near  Lake  Winnipesaukee,  asking  for  a  redress  of  griev- 
ances occasioned  by  the  unjust  and  arbitrary  acts  of  the  Lake 
Company,  and  they  had  reason  to  expect  that  if  the  report 
should  show  nothing  except  the  simple  statement  that  the  par- 
ties had  been  heard  and  evidence  on  one  side  taken,  and  that 
arrangements  had  then  been  made  by  which  neither  party  wished 
to  be  heard  further,  these  same  petitioners,  or  others,  would  be 
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before  the  next  legislature,  which  shall  convene  in  1881,  asking 
for  some  law  to  shield  them  from  the  illegal  acts  and  usurpa- 
tions of  this  Lake  Company.     The  commissioners  felt  that  they 
were  not  discharging  their  duty  to  the  people  of  the  State,  nor 
meeting  the  just  expectations  of  the  legislature,  without  making 
such  a  report  as  the  facts  there  proved  might  warrant,  without 
indicating  what  that  might  be.     Under  these  circumstances  the 
counsel  for  the  Lake  Company  stated  that  before  proceeding  with 
their  side  of  the  case  they  desired  that  the  attorney-general,  in 
behalf  of  the  State,  should   appear  and  state  what  he  asked  or 
claimed  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  they  would  then  be 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  side  of  the  case,  and  show  the  com- 
missioners what  had  been  done  by  the  Lake  Company  with  the 
lakes  and  rivers,  how  they  have  been  improved  by  them  and 
used  as  reservoirs,  so  as  to  enable  the  commissioners  to  make  a 
full  report  in  regard  to  the  matters  submitted  to  them  ;  and  in 
order  to  give  the  attorney-general  an  opportunity  to  be  present 
before  proceeding  further,  an  adjournment  was  had  to  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  May,  at  two  o'clock,  p.  m.,  at  the  Mount  Belknap 
House  in  Lake  Village.     At  that  time  the  attorney-general  came 
before   the  commission,   and   was   fully    heard    in   regard   to 
the  wishes  and  claims  of  the  public  in  Winnipesaukee  Lake 
and   other  waters  of  the  State.     He  stated  that  he  appeared 
at  the  unanimous  request  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  repre- 
sent and  look  after  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and 
to  see  that  their  rights  in   Lakes  Winnipesaukee,  Newfound, 
Squam,  and  the  waters  flowing  therefrom,  were  not  so  used  or 
diverted  by  the  Lake  Company  as  to  affect  injuriously  the  peo- 
ple of  New  Hampshire  to  aid  the  corporations  at  Lowell  and 
Lawrence.     He  made  pertinent  suggestions  as  to  what  the  com- 
missioners should  ascertain,  in  order  that  the  legislature  should 
be  able,  after  receiving  their  report,  to  act  understandingly  ;  and 
he  stated  that  he  should  produce  no  witnesses  or  attend  the 
hearing  further,  but  might,  at  some  time,  wish  to  submit  some 
further  general  views  of  what  ought  to  be  recommended,  and  what 
should  be  done. 

After  consultation  it  was  found  that   Mr.  Rolfe  of  the  com- 
mission, and  Mr.  Mugridge  of  the  counsel  for  the  Lake  Com- 
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pany,  were  under  the  necessity  of  attending  the  court  then  in 
session  in  Merrrimack  County,  and  we  were  reluctantly  com- 
pelled to  adjourn  to  the  24th  of  May,  at  the  same  place,  with 
an  order  upon  the  petitioners  to  notify  the  counsel  for  the  Lake 
Company,  by  Thursday  of  that  week,  whether  they  desired  to 
put  in  further  testimony,  and,  if  they  should,  to  be  ready  to  pro- 
ceed on  the  said  24th  of  May;  otherwise  the  Lake  Company 
should  be  ready  to  proceed  at  that  time  with  their  side  of  the 
case,  and  that  both  parties  must  be  ready  to  proceed  with  the 
hearing  till  completed. 

On  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May,  the  commission  met  agree- 
ably to  their  adjournment.  Samuel  C.  Clark  was  present  for  the 
petitioners,  and  all  the  counsel  for  the  Lake  Company  and  also 
their  agent,  J.  P.  Hutchinson.  Mr.  Clark  stated  that  he  was 
directed  by  the  committee  for  the  petitioners  not  to  appear  fur- 
ther, and  that  their  case  was  closed,  except  as  to  rebutting  evi- 
dence. Before  the  commencement  of  the  hearing  in  1878  the 
petitioners  furnished  a  specification  of  their  causes  of  complaint, 
which  will  be  annexed  to  this  report,  and  the  answer  of  the 
Lake  Company  was  a  general  denial  of  the  complaints  and 
charges  set  forth.  After  an  elaborate  opening  by  Col.  Whipple, 
the  testimony  for  the  Lake  Company  was  commenced  and  con- 
tinued, and  a  continued  session  of  the  commission  was  held 
from  the  26th  of  May  to  the  30th  of  the  same  month,  and  from 
the  second  to  the  seventh  day  of  June,  during  which  time,  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  resolution  of  July  14, 
1877,  views  were  taken  of  Winnipesaukee  Lake,  Smith's  and 
Crooked  ponds  at  Wolfeborough,  Great  and  Little  Squam  at 
Ashland  and  Holderness,  Long  and  Sanbornton  bays  at  Laconia 
and  Sanbornton,  the  water-powers  at  Union  Bridge,  Tilton, 
Franklin,  and  Bristol,  and  Newfound  Lake  above  Bristol. 

The  testimony  of  numerous  witnesses  was  taken  at  Lake  Vil- 
lage, Laconia,  Ashland,  Tilton,  Franklin,  Bristol,  and  Concord, 
and  a  large  share  of  the  testimony  came  from  manufacturers 
who  were  supplied  with  water  by  the  Lake  Company.  On  the 
twelfth  day  of  June,  the  commissioners  were  in  session  at  Con- 
cord, and  on  that  day  and  the  day  following  the  evidence  was 
completed ;  and  suggestions  by  Attorney-General  Tappan  and 
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arguments  from  counsel  for  the  Lake  Company  were  submitted, 
and  the  hearing  closed.  Neither  the  counsel  for  the  petitioners 
nor  any  of  the  petitioners  themselves  appeared  before  us  to 
take  any  part  in  the  investigation  after  the  Lake  Company 
commenced  putting  in  their  testimony. 

Your  commissioners,  having  spent  much  time  in  investigating 
this  case,  have  endeavored  to  give  it  that  patient  and  candid 
consideration  which  its  importance  deserves,  having  due  regard 
to  the  numerous  petitions  that  have,  from  time  to  time,  been 
presented  to  the  legislature,  making  complaints  against  the  Lake 
Company — petitions,  in  all  of  which  the  petitioners,  after  hear- 
ings, have  had  leave  to  withdraw.  They  have  also  kept  in  mind 
the  great  number  of  suits  which  riparian  owners  have  brought 
against  the  Lake  Company  for  flowage,  which  have  engendered 
no  inconsiderable  amount  of  personal  animosity,  and  to  which 
we  have  attributed,  to  some  extent,  if  not  mainly,  the  ill-feeling 
which  has  unhappily  heretofore  existed  between  those  whose 
interests,  if  properly  understood,  are  to  a  very  large  extent 
identical,  and  which  seem  now  to  be  tending  decidedly  to  mutual 
good-will. 

Lake  Winnipesaukee  is  much  the  largest  body  of  water  in  the 
State,  making  with  Long  Bay  about  71.87  square  miles  of  sur- 
face, and  its  value  as  a  reservoir  to  be  drawn  from  in  dr}'  seasons 
of  the  year  for  the  mills  and  manufactories  in  the  State,  from 
Lake  Village  to  and  including  Manchester,  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated. Smith's  and  Crooked  ponds  in  Wolfeborough  have 
a  surface  of  4.625  square  miles.  These  are  tributaries  to  Lake 
Winnipesaukee.  Sanborn  ton  Bay  is  7.25  square  miles  in  extent, 
Newfound  Lake  has  an  area  of  7.75  square  miles,  while  Great 
and  Little  Squam  furnish  a  reservoir  capacity  of  11.75  square 
miles.  The  water  in  these  several  reservoirs  can  be  easily  man- 
aged so  that  nearly  every  drop  of  water  passing  out  of  them  can 
be  utilized  to  turn  the  immense  amount  of  machinery  that  now 
is  and  hereafter  may  be  in  operation  in  New  Hampshire,  and  con- 
tribute immensely  to  the  wealth  and  importance  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  our  own  State  before  it  passes  into  Massachusetts. 
The  withholding  of  these  privileges  and  advantages,  both  natural 
and  artificial,  would  impoverish,  while  their  economical   use 
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would  enrich  us ;  and  this,  too,  before  the  inhabitants  of  our 
neighboring  State  can  receive  any  benefits.  The  reservoirs  in 
the  lakes  and  ponds  that  are  tributary  to  the  Merrimack  River 
are  comparatively  of  more  importance  to  New  Hampshire  than 
the  coal-fields  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  are  to  those  States, 
because  they  retain  the  power  for  an  emergency,  and,  when  it  is 
needed,  bring  it,  almost  unasked,  to  the  wheels  that  keep  alive 
the  industries  upon  the  banks  of  one  of  the  most  wonderful 
rivers  of  the  world,  —  the  waters  of  which,  with  its  tributaries, 
turn  more  spindles  and  other  machinery  than  any  other  river  on 
the  globe ;  and  this,  too,  without  any  expense  heretofore  to  the 
people  of  our  own  State. 

We  find  that  there  are  now  no  suits  pending  against  the  Lake 
Company  for  damages,  and  that  all  the  claims  of  landowners 
on  the  shores  of  Lake  Winnipesaukee,  or  of  the  numerous 
islands  therein,  have  been  settled  and  paid,  except  some  trifling 
matter  or  claim  which  is  unknown  ;  and  the  same  may  be  said 
of  Smith's  and  Crooked  ponds,  the  Great  and  Little  Squam,  and 
Newfound  Lake ;  and  from  the  verdicts  rendered  in  cases  that 
have  been  litigated  by  the  parties,  from  the  evidence  laid  before 
us,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Lake  Company  have  paid  very 
liberal  damages  for  what  the  land-owners  may  have  suffered. 
We  find  that  they  have  paid  for  fiowage  rights  around  all  the 
lakes  and  ponds  aforesaid  over  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  thou- 
sand  dollars,  without  including  law  expenses. 

The  amended  charter  of  the  Lake  Company  (we  use  that  name 
in  brief)  was  granted  in  1846,  giving  them  authority  to  improve 
the  water-power  of  the  Winnipesaukee,  Pemigewasset,  and  Mer- 
rimack rivers,  and  their  tributary  streams  and  waters,  and 
increasing  their  capital  stock  to  one  million  dollars,  all  of  which 
has,  for  a  long  time  at  least,  been  owned  by  the  Essex  Company 
of  Lawrence  and  the  Locks  and  Canal  Company  of  Lowell. 
Recently  the  Amoskeag  Company  of  Manchester  have  assumed 
one-third  of  the  same,  without  holding  any  of  its  stock,  assum- 
ing all  expenses  to  that  extent,  and  acquiring  an  interest  in  the 
direction  thereof  and  a  prior  claim  to  draw  water  from  any  and 
all  the  reservoirs  above.  We  find,  from  evidence  submitted  to 
us,  the  following  statistics  of  the  amount  of  products,  number 
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of  hands  employed,  monthly  pay-roll,  horse-powers  used,  sur- 
plus horse-powers  not  used,  amount  of  capital  invested,  and 
number  of  manufacturing  water  powers  and  privileges,  at  Lake 
Village,  Laconia,  Tilton,  Franklin,  Ashland,  and  Bristol :  — 
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87 
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These  statistic?  show  that  the  number  of  mills  or  manufac- 
tories in  six  towns,  which  are  supplied  with  water  that  is  kept  up 
during  the  dry  seasons  by  the  reservoirs  created  by  the  dams  of 
the  Lake  Company,  are  fifty-seven  ;'  that  the  capital  invested 
amounts  to  one  million  three  hundred  and  seventy-one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  annual  product  is  five  million  one 
hundred  and  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  Their  monthly 
pay-roll  has  been  fifty-three  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  dol- 
lars ;  and  the  number  of  horse  powers  used  to  run  said  mills  are 
four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  leaving  a  surplus 
of  water  not  used  to  the  amount  of  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  horse-powers  ;  and  if  we  add  to  these  the  manufactories  and 
mills  at  Hooksett  and  Manchester,  which  are  largely  benefited 
by  the  holding  of  the  waters  in  these  reservoirs  for  the  dry  sea- 
sons, and  whose  products  as  appears  by  the  census  of  1870 
amounted  to  eighteen  million  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  some  definite  idea  may  be  gained  of  the  value  of 
these  reservoir  capacities  which  have  been  created  by  the  im- 
mense outlay  and  expenditures  of  the  Lake  Company.     Since

1870  the  amount  of  products  at  Manchester  and  Hooksett  have 
been  largely  increased,  and  their  market  value  enhanced. 

As  before  stated,  we  have  taken  the  testimony  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  witnesses  in  the  towns  named,  and  find  that  the  Lake 
Company  have  an  agreement  with  the  manufacturers  at  Laconia, 
by  which  the  said  company  are  to  furnish  at  all  times  to  them, 
at  the  Avery  dam,  so  called,  two  hundred  cubic  feet  of  water 
per  second,  and  seventy-five  cubic  feet  of  water  per  second  for 
the  canal,  which  affords  the  manufacturers  at  Laconia  an  ample 
supply  of  water  at  all  times,  and  makes  their  power  reliable  and 
certain  the  year  round,  and  they  all  stated  to  the  commissioners 
that  they  were  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  Lake  Company's  man- 
agement of  the  water.  The  testimony  shows,  that,  before  the 
Lake  Company  built  their  dam  at  Lake  Village,  which  keeps 
back  the  waters  of  the  lake  in  flood  times  for  the  dry  season  of 
the  year,  which  usually  was  in  the  months  of  August  and  Sep- 
tember and  later,  and  in  the  winter,  when  they  were  much 
troubled  for  the  want  of  water,  and  could  run  but  a  small  part 
of  the  machinery  they  now  use,  and  consider  their  water-power 
worth  twice  as  much  as  it  would  have  been  were  it  not  for  the 
improvements  made  by  the  Lake  Company;  and,  though  re- 
quested by  us  to  suggest  any  change  or  improvement  that  might 
be  made  in  its  management  or  control,  they  all  said  they  were 
perfectly  satisfied  as  it  was.  The  same  in  substance  was  affirmed 
by  those  using  the  water  at  Tilton  and  Franklin.  The  manu- 
facturers at  Franklin  have  a  contract  with  the  Lake  Company 
similar  to  the  one  made  with  the  parties  at  Laconia,  whereby  the 
Lake  Company  have  stipulated  to  furnish  two  hundred  and  fifty 
cubic  feet  of  water  per  second.  That  amount  is  furnished  and 
more,  as  was  testified  by  the  mill-owners  and  manufacturers 
there.  Warren  F.  Daniell,  paper-manufacturer  at  Franklin,  who 
makes  from  eight  to  ten  tons  of  paper  daily,  and  who  furnishes 
the  paper  for  several  New  York,  Boston,  and  St.  Louis  dailies, 
says,  "  That  in  making  our  paper  contracts,  the  purchasers  want 
to  know  whether  we  can  depend  upon  water  enough  at  all  times, 
as  they  will  not  contract  with  us  if  we  are  liable  to  be  short  of 
water  at  any  time."  "  I  cannot  conceive  of  any  change  that 
would  be  beneficial  for  the  public  interests  or  is  required." 
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A.  W.  Sulloway,  an  extensive  manufacturer  of  hosiery  at  Frank- 
lin, Hon.  George  W.  Nesmith,  and  Hon.  Daniel  Barnard,  were 
decidedly  of  the  same  opinion. 

There  were  no  petitioners  from  either  Ashland  or  Bristol,  and 
the  manufacturers,  so  far  as  they  came  before  us,  testified  that 
they  were  satisfied  with  the  present  management  of  the  Lake 
Company,  and  that  their  water-power  was  largely  benefited  and 
improved  by  the  way  the  same  was  managed  by  said  company, 
they  having  a  contract  by  which  they  were  furnished  with 
seventy-five  cubic  feet  of  water  per  second. 

Your  commissioners  were  surprised  to  find  so  much  manu- 
facturing upon  the  streams  fed  by  Lake  Winnipesaukee  and  the 
others  named  ;  and,  while  we  would  not  recommend  the  manu- 
facturing to  be  fostered  at  the  expense  of  the  agricultural 
interests,  we  would  so  shape  the  legislation  of  the  State  that  one 
interest  should  foster  the  other.  But  there  seems  to  be  no 
occasion  for  fostering  the  manufacturing  interest  beyond  what 
has  heretofore  been  the  policy  of  the  State,  to  wit :  to  exempt 
infant  manufacturing  establishments  from  taxation  for  a  time, 
and  continue  the  right  to  take  land  for  flowage  when  the  public 
good  demands  that  it  should  be  taken.  Were  it  not  for  the 
industries  which  build  up  and  enrich  our  manufacturing  cities 
and  towns,  the  population  of  our  farming  districts  would  con- 
tinue to  decrease  until  there  would  be  but  few,  comparatively, 
of  that  class  left ;  and,  in  fostering  the  manufacturing  to  the 
extent  heretofore  allowed  by  the  legislature,  agricultural  interests 
have  also  been  largely  benefited.  The  census  of  1870  shows 
that  the  agricultural  product  of  the  State,  including  everything 
raised  and  consumed,  was  only  twenty-one  million  six  hundred 
and  twenty-four  thousand  and  four  dollars  per  annum,  while  the 
manufactured  products  reach  the  sum  of  ninety-six  million 
thirty-five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

From  the  evidence  submitted  to  us  it  appeared  that  this  move- 
ment originated  at  Lake  Village,  and  few,  if  any,  persons  outside 
of  that  place  took  any  part  in  the  hearing  on  the  part  of  the 
petitioners ;  and  we  were  told  by  their  counsel  before  they 
withdrew  from  the  hearing,  that  the  petitioners  outside  of  Lake 
Village  took  no  interest  in  the  case. 
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In  regard  to  the  management  of  the  Lake  Winnipesaukee,  we 
are  of  the  opinion,  from  the  evidence  submitted  and  our  personal 
examination,  that  while  at  sometimes  the  company  have  held 
the  water  a  little  higher  than  it  was  wont  to  be  before  they  built 
their  last  dam  at  Lake  Village,  which  enabled  them  to  keep  the 
lake  a  little  higher  than  if  the  water  was  allowed  to  run  to  waste, 
in  the  spring  and  fall  when  the  supply  of  water  was  super- 
abundant, saving  the  mills  below  from  damage  by  freshets,  and 
the  water  to  be  used  when  and  "  where  it  would  do  the  most 
good  "  to  the  factories  and  mills  in  this  State,  as  well  as  those  at 
Lowell  and  Lawrence  in  Massachusetts.  Now,  if  it  were  a 
question  between  the  citizens  and  manufacturers  of  this  State 
and  Massachusetts,  and  one  or  the  other  must  suffer  in  the 
management  of  our  waters,  we  should  say  our  duty,  as  well  as 
our  interests,  would  call  upon  us  and  the  law-makers  of  this 
State  to  look  out  for  our  own  welfare  first.  But  the  proper 
management  of  these  waters  inures  to  the  advantage  of  our 
material  interests,  at  the  same  time  Lowell  and  Lawrence  are 
benefited,  and  our  interests  are  mutual  and  run  in  the  same 
channel. 

There  is  some  conflict  of  evidence  in  regard  to  the  water 
being  at  all  times  drawn  lower  than  it  was  before  the  Lake  Com- 
pany improved  the  channel  from  the  main  lake  into  Long  Bay ; 
but  we  think  at  times  it  has  been  drawn  a  few  inches  lower, 
making  it  necessary  to  extend  the  wharves  at  the  Wiers,  Wolfe- 
borough,  Alton  Bay,  and  Center  Harbor  a  little  further  into  the 
lake,  and  this  the  Lake  Company  have  done  without  cost  to  the 
steamboats  running  thereon;  but  what  inconvenience,  if  any, 
that  may  have  been  occasioned  by  thus  drawing  the  water  down, 
is  more  than  compensated  by  the  benefits  that  have  been  derived 
by  their  improvements  of  the  channel  at  the  Wiers,  so  that  small 
steamers  and  other  boats  can  run  from  the  lake  through  Long 
Bay  to  Lake  Village.  The  lake  has  not  been  drawn  down  much 
over  three  feet  from  its  highest  level,  —  not  quite  four  feet  at 
any  time  ;  and  the  change  from  high  to  low  water  mark  is  but 
little  more  that  it  was  in  its  natural  state,  and  the  lowest  stage 
of  the  water  has  been  in  the  winter  months  when  it  could  neither 
imperil  navigation  nor  injure  land-owners.     Some  of  the  manu- 
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facturers  on  the  stream  below  Lake  Village  said  that  if  any 
change  is  desirable,  it  would  be  to  give  the  Lake  Company 
authority  to  raise  the  Lake  Winnipesaukee  in  flood  times  a  foot 
higher  than  they  now  do,  making  a  great  addition  to  the  reser- 
voir capacity,  and  the  water-power  thereby  created. 

In  1868,  the  legislature  passed  a  law,  usually  called  "  the 
flowage  act,"  whereby  power  was  given  to  persons  and  corpora- 
tions to  flow  land  for  manufacturing  purposes,  under  certain 
limitations,  excluding  from  its  provisions  navigable  waters  of 
the  State.  This  exception  was  understood,  and  intended,  doubt- 
less, to  apply  to  Lake  Winnipesaukee.  The  commissioners  see 
no  objection  to  the  passage  of  a  law  which  shall  allow  the  Lake 
Company  to  acquire  the  right  to  flow  land  on  the  same  terms, 
and  with  the  same  conditions,  as  persons  and  corporations  are 
now  allowed  to  acquire  the  right  by  the  act  of  1868,  with  this 
exception,  to  wit :  the  water  in  the  lake  shall  not  be  drawn 
down  at  any  time  so  as  to  impede  or  imperil  navigation,  or 
impair  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any  one  desiring  to  do  busi- 
ness with  steamboats  and  other  craft  upon  said  lake.  The  com- 
missioners make  the  aforesaid  suggestions,  not  in  consequence 
of  any  request  or  intimation  of  the  Lake  Company,  their  coun- 
sel, agents,  or  any  one  else,  but  are  moved  to  do  it  on  account 
of  the  great  advantages  that  would  inevitably  result  to  the  man- 
ufacturing interests  on  the  Winnipesaukee  and  Merrimack  rivers, 
in  this  State  ;  and  in  this  connection  desire  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  legislature  to  the  fact  that  the  reservoirs  upon  the  several 
lakes  that  flow  into  the  Merrimack  are  of  more  importance  to 
the  city  of  Manchester  than  to  Lowell  and  Lawrence  both 
together,  for,  while  the  water  at  Lowell  and  Lawrence,  on 
account  of  their  limited  fall,  can  be  used  but  once,  at  Manches- 
ter the  fall  is  so  great  that  it  can  be  used  twice  ;  and  the  same 
water  which  passes  over  the  wheels  in  Lowell  and  Lawrence 
turns  but  one  set  of  spindles,  while  in  passing  over  the  wheels 
at  Manchester  it  turns  two  sets  of  spindles. 

The  dam  built  by  the  Lake  Company  at  Lake  Village,  since 
their  amended  charter,  is  only  about  one  inch  higher  than  the 
dam  that  was  then  there,  built  some  years  before,  but  is  more 
substantial  and  does  not  leak,  so  they  can  keep  the  water  in  the 
lake  about  a  foot  higher  than  they  could  by  their  old  dam. 
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The  manufacturers  and  mill -owners  at  Laconia,  Franklin, 
Ashland,  and  Tilton  have  contracts  with  the  Lake  Company, 
unlimited  as  to  time,  to  furnish  them  water  as  before 
stated,  which  contracts  can  be  enforced,  in  case  of  refusal  by 
the  Lake  Company,  through  our  own  courts,  which  seems  to  us 
adequate  to  any  emergency  that  may  arise  ;  and  we  do  not  find 
that  the  Lake  Company  have  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of 
their  charter,  and  that  the  management  at  the  present  time  and 
for  some  years  past  has  been  mutually  beneficial  to  all  parties 
affected  thereby.  That,  while  the  towns  using  said  water-power 
have,  since  the  improvements  made  by  said  company,  increased 
rapidly  in  population  and  wealth,  the  agricultural  towns  around 
them  have  in  most  cases  decreased. 

Water  was  drawn  from  the  Lake  Company's  reservoirs,  on 
orders  from  Lowell,  for  the  five  years  from  1873  to  1877 
inclusive,  on  an  average  of  forty-five  days  in  a  year,  and  sufficient 
yearly  to  draw  down  the  lake  .46  of  a  foot,  and  the  most  in  any 
one  year  .71  of  a  foot. 

The  commissioners  have,  in  the  foregoing  report,  stated,  as 
briefly  as  possible  and  as  fully  as  it  seemed  to  us  feasible,  from 
the  fads  proved  before  us  and  from  our  personal  examination, 
the  conclusions  reached  by  us  on  the  matters  which  we  were 
called  upon  to  decide  by  your  joint  resolution  ;  and  we  have  no 
legislation  to  recommend  except  what  is  contained  in  the  sug- 
gestions herein  before  made. 

All  of  which  is  very  respectfully  submitted.

OPINION  OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 


The  House,  at  its  session  June  20,  1879,  passed  the  follow- 
ing resolution  :  — 

Resolved^  That  the  honorable  judges  of  the  supreme  court  be 
requested  to  give  this  House  an  opinion,  whether  the  law  grant- 
ing to  towns  the  right  to  exempt  property  from  taxation  for 
manufacturing  purposes  is  not  a  violation  of  the  bill  of  rights. 

An  attested  copy  of  the  resolution  having  been  transmitted  to 
each  of  the  honorable  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  in  compli- 
ance therewith  they  rendered  the  following  opinion  :  — 

To  the  House  of  Representatives, 

The  undersigned  respectfully  comply  with  your  resolution 
requesting  our  opinion  on  the  question,  whether  the  law  authoriz. 
ing  towns  to  exempt  manufacturing  property  from  taxation  is  a 
violation  of  the  bill  of  rights. 

"  Towns  may  by  vote  exempt  from  taxation,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  ten  years,  any  establishment  therein,  or  proposed  to 
be  erected  or  put  in  operation  therein,  and  the  capital  used  in 
operating  the  same,  for  the  manufacture  of  fabrics  of  cotton, 
wool,  wood,  iron,  or  any  other  material  ;  and  such  vote  shall  be 
a  contract  binding  for  the  term  specified  therein."  —  General 
Laws,  chap.  53,  sect.  10. 

The  title  of  the  original  act  (Laws  i860,  chap.  2,361)  was 
"  An  act  to  encourage  manufactures."  The  general  purpose  of 
the  law  was  to  increase  employments,  means  of  support  and 
profit,  home  markets,  business,  and  population,  by  the  extension 
of  manufacturing  industry,  upon  which  the  general  prosperity  of

the  State  is  so  largely  dependent.  Another  purpose  was  to 
increase  the  future  revenues  of  the  State,  the  counties,  and  the 
towns,  by  inducing  home  capital  to  remain,  and  foreign  capital 
to  come,  for  permanent  investment  here,  subject  to  taxation 
after  the  expiration  of  the  temporary  exemption.  For  similar 
purposes,  similar  encouragement  is  given  to  certain  agricultural 
improvements,  and  the  building  of  railroads.  General  Laws, 
chap.  53,  sect.  4 ;  chap.  62,  sect.  i.  The  exemption  in  each 
case  is  limited  to  ten  years.  A  perpetual  alienation  of  the 
whole  power  of  taxation  would  be  the  destruction  of  govern- 
ment ;  and  the  dangerous  tendency  of  legislation  suspending  any 
part  of  that  power,  for  any  future  period,  is  manifest.  But  we 
are  not  aware  that  these  laws,  encouraging  the  extension  of  agri- 
culture, manufactures,  and  railways,  have,  thus  far,  practically 
impaired  the  efficiency  of  the  government,  or  that  the  public  has 
not  received  the  benefits  to  which  it  was  entitled,  and  which  the 
legislature  sought  to  gain  by  the  promise  of  exemption. 

By  the  offer  and  promise  to  exempt  from  taxation  such  prop- 
erty as  the  owner  shall,  in  a  new  investment,  devote  to  a  busi- 
ness of  public  utility,  and  by  an  acceptance  of  that  offer,  and  a 
new  investment  of  money  according  to  its  terms,  an  agreement 
is  made  that  contains  every  element  of  a  contract  binding  upon 
both  parties,  if  they  are  capable  of  making  it.  There  are  par- 
ties, mutual  assent,  consideration,  and  performance  of  the  con- 
tract on  one  side.  The  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  held 
it  to  be  a  valid  contract,  protected  by  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  —  a  contract,  the  obligations  of  which  the  State 
cannot  impair.  Its  validity  was  understood  not  to  be  an  open 
question.  By  the  stipulation  that  '*  such  vote  shall  be  a  con- 
tract binding  for  the  term  specified  therein,"  the  State  held  out 
the  decisions  of  the  highest  judicial  tribunal,  as  a  ground  on 
which  the  promise  of  the  State  could  be  safely  relied  upon.  By 
that  stipulation,  the  State  said  to  owners  of  money,  '*  In  addi- 
tion to  such  faith  as  our  word  is  entitled  to,  we  invite  you  to  put 
your  trust  in  a  binding  contract,  the  constitutional  inviolability 
of  which  has  been  settled  by  the  court  whose  judgment  is  final 
and  conclusive.  If  you  doubt  our  honor,  you  can  confide  in  the 
national  guaranty." 
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Having  thus  briefly  stated  the  situation  of  the  parties  under 
the  contracts  of  ten -years*  exemption  heretofore  made,  and 
shown  that  the  question  of  the  performance  of  those  contracts 
by  the  government  involves  a  question  of  common  honesty,  we 
may  not  be  justified  in  considering  the  expediency  or  the 
legality  of  a  breach  of  faith,  and  a  repudiation  of  the  solemn 
obligations  which  the  government  understanding^  proposed 
and  fairly  entered  into.  When  the  nature  of  this  case  is  under- 
stood, no  legal  advice  can  be  necessary  for  the  guidance  of  the 
party  whose  promise  remains,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  be  per- 
formed. 

But  the  credit  of  a  trustworthy  people,  indispensable  to  the 
strength  of  the  State  in  war  or  peace,  ought  not  to  be  weakened 
by  any  groundless  distrust  of  the  legal  validity  of  public  con- 
tracts. The  constitution  of  New  Hampshire  makes  it  the  duty 
of  the  legislators  and  magistrates  to  inculcate  and  constantly 
adhere  to  honesty  and  justice  as  virtues  necessary  to  preserve 
the  blessings  of  liberty  and  good  government.  Constitution, 
part  I.,  article  38 ;  part  11.,  article  2t^.  As  magistrates,  sharing 
that  duty  with  the  legislature,  we  are  not  prepared  to  hold  that 
it  would  not  be  illegally  violated  by  allowing  the  State  or  any  of 
its  municipal  agencies  to  be  guilty  of  the  fraud  and  tyranny  of 
breaking  such  contracts  of  ten-years*  exemption  as  have  been 
made  with  manufacturers,  railroads,  and  farmers. 

But,  if  the  true  construction  of  the  State  constitution  did  not 
authorize  the  making  of  those  contracts,  they  are  binding  never- 
theless. Laws  authorizing  such  contracts  for  ten  years  were 
passed  in  the  last  century,  soon  after  the  date  of  the  constitu- 
tion, and  we  are  not  aware  that  their  constitutionality  was  ques- 
tioned by  the  generation  that  made  and  adopted  the  constitution. 
And,  notwithstanding  what  was  said  by  the  court  (in  4  N.  H. 
565,  and  in  Brewster  v.  Hough,  10  N.  H.  138,  147),  the  con- 
struction established  when  the  present  contracts  were  made,  — 
the  construction  acquiesced  in,  always  acted  upon,  and  never 
decided  to  be  erroneous, — was,  that  such  contracts  are  consti- 
tutional. So  fully  and  so  universally  has  this  been  understood, 
that  the  public  declaration  in  the  act  of  i860,  setting  forth  the 
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binding  nature  of  these  contracts,  was  repeated  by  the  legisla- 
ture in  1867,  in  187 1,  and  in  1878.  General  Statutes,  chap.  49, 
sect.  9  j  Laws  187 1,  chap.  25  ;  General  Laws,  chap.  53,  sect.  10. 
Contracts,  valid  by  the  well-settled,  practical  construction  of  the 
constitution  when  they  were  made,  cannot  be  invalidated  by  an 
amendment  of  the  constitution  (Dodge  v,  Woolsey,  18  How. 
33 1»  360  j  J.  B.  Bank  v.  Skelley,  i  Black  436,  449,  450 ;  P.  R. 
Co.  V.  Maguire,  20  Wall.  36),  or  by  a  judicial  change  of  con- 
struction. Rowan  v.  Runnels,  5  How.  134,  139 ;  O.  L.  I.  &  T. 
Co.  V.  Debolt,  16  How.  416,  431,  432  j  Pease  v.  Peck,  18  How. 
595,  599  j  Gelpcke  v,  Dubuque,  i  Wall.  175,  206;  Havemeyer 
V,  Iowa  County,  3  Wall.  294,  303  j  Chicago  v.  Sheldon,  9  Wall. 
50,  55,  56  ;  Olcott  V.  Supervisors,  16  Wall.  678,  690.  Should  it 
be  now  decided  that  the  true  construction  of  the  constitution 
does  not  authorize  these  ten-years'  exemption  contracts,  the 
decision  could  have  no  retrospective  effect :  no  such  contracts 
hereafter  made  would  be  binding ;  but  those  heretofore  made, 
under  a  different  construction,  would  remain  in  force.  Upon 
these  principles  of  integrity  and  fair  dealing  the  government  was 
founded. 

Whether  the  true  construction  of  the  constitution  authorizes 
the  making  of  ten-years'  tax-exemption  contracts,  is  a  question 
on  which,  we  conceive,  the  House  cannot  need  our  opinion.  So 
long  as  the  existing  laws  remain  unrepealed,  and  the  constitu- 
tional construction  heretofore  adopted  remains  unchanged,  con- 
tracts hereafter  made  under  those  laws  and  that  construction 
will  be  valid.  If  the  legislature,  for  any  reason,  wish  to  prevent 
the  making  of  any  more  such  contracts,  their  object  can  be 
accomplished  by  a  repeal  of  the  laws  authorizing  them.  As 
contracts  made  before  the  repeal  could  not  be  affected  by  the 
repeal,  and  as  the  power  of  making  future  contracts  under  those 
laws  would  be  taken  away  by  the  repeal,  we  see  no  contingency 
in  which  the  House  can  desire  our  opinion  on  the  question 
whether  a  new  construction  of  the  constitution  should  be  intro- 
duced. And  the  proper  investigation  of  that  question  would 
require  so  much  time,  that  a  well-considered  answer  could  not 
probably  be  given  at  the  present  session.     On  the  point  which 
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we  have  undertaken  to  decide,  having  duly  deliberated,  and 
carefully  examined  the  authorities  of  other  jurisdictions,  we 
entertain  no  doubt.

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 


1.  The  president  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum 
being  present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read, 
and  any  erroneous  entry  shall  be  corrected. 

2.  No  member  shall  hold  conversation  with  another  during 
the  reading  of  the  journal,  or  while  a  member  is  speaking  in 
debate. 

3.  Every  member,  rising  to  speak,  shall  address  the  presi- 
dent, and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  on  the  same  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

5.  More  than  one  member  rising  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  president  shall  decide  who  shall  speak  first. 

6.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the 
president  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order ;  in  which 
case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  sit  down,  and  the  Sen- 
ate, if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  in  the  case ;  but  if  there  be  no 
appeal,  the  decision  of  the  president  shall  be  conclusive. 

7.  No  member  shall  absent  himself,  without  permission  from 
the  Senate. 

8.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded  before  it  is  debated,  and  if 
required  by  the  president,  or  any  member,  it  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  to  amend, 
which  several  motions  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.     And  no  motion  to  postpone   indefi- 
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nitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  or  to  commit,  being  decided, 
shall  be  in  order  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition, 
until  after  an  adjournment. 

ID.  If  the  question  under  debate  will  admit  of  division,  any 
member  may  have  it  divided,  and  in  filling  blanks  the  longest 
time  and  the  largest  sum  shall  be  put  first. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  saire 
is  objected  to,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  and 
without  debate. 

12.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  required,  each  member 
shall  declare  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question,  unless,  for 
special  reasons,  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Senate, 
on  the  discussion  of  any  business  which,  in  the  opinion  of  any 
member,  may  require  secrecy,  the  president  shall  desire  the 
gallery  to  be  closed,  and  the  doors  shall  remain  closed  until 
the  subject  is  disposed  of. 

14.  After  a  motion  has  been  decided,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  or,  if  the  Senate  be 
equally  divided,  any  member  voting  on  the  side  prevailing,  to 
move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  unless  the  bill,  resolution, 
report,  amendment,  or  motion  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  has 
gone  from  the  possession  of  the  Senate ;  but  no  motion  to  re- 
consider shall  be  in  order  unless  made  the  same  day  on  which 
the  vote  was  taken,  or  the  next  day  after  on  which  the  vote  was 
taken,  on  which  the  Senate  shall  be  in  session  ;  but  no  vote 
shall  be  reconsidered  when  a  less  number  of  members  is  present 
than  when  it  passed. 

15.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial,  addressed  to  the  Sen- 
ate, shall  be  received  and  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  member  introducing  the  same. 

16.  Any  member,  on  giving  notice  of  asking  leave  to  bring 
in  a  bill,  shall  state  the  nature  of  the  bill  he  proposes  to  intro- 
duce, and  at  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  before  a 
motion  for  leave  shall  be  in  order. 

17.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  before  its  passage  ; 
and  the  president  shall  give  notice  at  each  time  whether  it  be 
the  first,  second,  or  third  reading ;  and  no  bill,  after  it  has  been 
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read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third   reading  before   an  ad- 
journment. 

1 8.  All  resolutions  which  may  require  the  signature  of  the 
governor  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

19.  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  read  a  first  time,  and  ordered 
to  a  second  reading,  it  shall  be  immediately  read  a  second  time 
by  its  title,  and  by  the  president  referred  to  the  appropriate 
standing  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

20.  All  bills  introduced  in  the  Senate,  to  repeal  or  modify 
an  existing  statute,  shall  refer  to  the  act  proposed  to  be  re- 
pealed or  modified,  by  the  title  and  the  session  at  which  it  was 
passed  ;  and  no  bill  shall  refer  to  any  statutes  by  the  number  of 
the  chapter  of  the  pamphlet  laws. 

21.  The  Senate  may  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  at  any  time,  on  motion  made  for  that  purpose ;  and  in 
forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  president  shall  leave  the 
chair,  and  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside  in  committee.  The 
president  may  at  any  time  name  any  member  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  be- 
yond an  adjournment. 

22.  The  last  question,  upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or 
resolution,  shall  always  be.  Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time  ?  and 
no  amendment  shall  be  received  or  discussed  on  the  third  read- 
ing of  any  bill  or  resolution,  unless  by  consent  of  eight  mem- 
bers present;  but  it  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order,  before  the 
final  passage  of  a  bill  or  resolution,  to  move  its  commitment ; 
and  should  such  commitment  take  place,  and  an  amendment  be 
reported,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be  read  a  second 
time,  and  considered  as  in  committee  of  the  whole. 

23.  The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be 
affected  by  proposed  amendments,  shall  be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nals. 

24.  All  bills,  resolutions,  and  addresses,  after  passing  the 
Senate,  shall  be  signed  by  the  president ;  and  all  warrants  and 
other  processes  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk. 

25.  The  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  five 
members  each,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of  any 
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session,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise :  a  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary ;  a  Committee  on  Incorporations  ;  a  Commit- 
tee on  State  Institutions ;  a  Committee  on  Military  Affairs ;  a 
Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and  Canals  ;  a  Committee  on 
Claims ;  a  Committee  on  Railroads  ;  a  Committee  on  Banks ; 
a  Committee  on  Agriculture ;  a  Committee  on  Manufactures ; 
a  Committee  on  Elections  ;  a  Committee  on  Education ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  ;  and  a  Committee  on  Towns. 

26.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president,  unless 
a  member  requests  that  the' appointment  shall  be  by  ballot,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  so  done. 

27.  When  the  Senate  shall  concur  with  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee,  consisting 
of  not  more  than  five  members  of  the  House,  two  members 
shall  be  added  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  ;  but  when  more  than 
five,  three  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  added. 

28.  Messages  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives 
by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

29.  Messages  from  the  governor  or  House  of  Representa- 
tives may  be  received  at  all  times,  except  when  the  Senate  is 
engaged  in  putting  the  question,  in  calling  the  yeas  and  nays, 
counting  the  ballots,  or  in  reading  the  journal. 

30.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  president,  and  each 
member  of  the  Senate  shall  signify  his  assent  or  dissent  by  an- 
swering ^^^  or  nay.  If  the  president  doubts,  or  a  division  is 
called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of 
the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  stand  till  they 
be  counted,  and  afterward  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and 
stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  president  shall  then  rise  and 
state  the  decision  of  the  Senate. 

31.  No  person,  except  the  members  of  the  Executive,  or 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  audits  officers, -shall 
be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  except  by  invitation 
of  the  president,  or  some  member,  with  his  consent. 

32.  The  Senate  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day,  unless 
the  Senate  shall  otherwise  order. 

33.  Motions  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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34.  No  standing  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  suspended  un- 
less two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  thereof, 
and  no  rule  shall  be  rescinded  unless  one  day's  notice  of  the 
motion  has  been  given  and  two-thirds  of  those  present  vote 
therefor. 


RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE. 


OF   THE   DUTY   OF   THE  SPEAKER. 

1.  The  speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  precisely  the  hour  to 
which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned,  and  shall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  on 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his 
seat  for  that  purpose  ;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  two  members. 

3.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit :  "  As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that "  (as  the  case  may  be),  "  say  aye  " ; 
and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  "  Those  of  a  con- 
trary mind,  say  no."  If  the  speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  is 
called  for,  the  House  shall  divide.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of 
the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  till  they 
be  counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and 
stand  till  they  be  counted.  The  speaker  shall  then  rise  and 
state  the  decision  of  the  House. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

5.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  House. 

6.  The  speaker  shall  designate  to  which  of  the  standing 
committees  all  memorials,  petitions,  accounts,  or  other  matters 
shall  be  referred,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

7.  The  speaker  shall  vote  in  no  case  unless  the  House  be 
equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will 
make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 
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8.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  signed 
by  the  speaker ;  and  all  writs,  warrants,  or  subpcenas  issued  by 
order  of  the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested 
by  the  clerk. 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
galleries,  the  speaker,  or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the 
whole  House,  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be 
cleared. 

10.  No  person  but  the  members  and  officers  of  the  House, 
members  of  the  council,  and  members  of  the  Senate,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  treasurer,  and  clerks  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
admitted  within  the  door  of  the  representatives'  chamber,  unless 
by  invitation  of  the  speaker,  or  some  member  of  the  House 
with  the  consent  of  the  speaker,  except  in  public  hearings, 
parties,  their  counsel  and  witnesses,  under  the  direction  of  the 
speaker. 

11.  The  speaker  shall  have  power  to  substitute  any  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  such  substitution  not  to  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

OF   DECORUM   AND    DEBATE. 

12.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respect- 
fully address  himself  to  the  speaker, 

13.  If  any  member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  House,  the 
speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order  \  in  which 
case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
and  the  question  of  order  shall  then  be  distinctly  stated  from 
the  chair ;  and  in  all  cases  where  a  member  shall  be  called  to 
order  for  uttering  disrespectful  words,  upon  the  request  of  any 
member  the  words  objected  to  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by 
the  member  so  calling  to  order;  after  which  the  member  so 
called  to  order  may  explain,  and  the  question  shall  be  open  to 
debate,  as  in  other  cases,  and  decided  by  the  speaker,  whose 
decision  shall  be  submitted  to,  unless  an  appeal  be  made  to  the 
House  by  a  member,  in  which  case  the  only  question  shall  be, 
"  Is  the  speaker's  decision  correct  ?  '*  which  shall  be  decided 
without  debate.     If   the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member 
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called  to  order,  he  may  proceed  ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  may 
require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

14.  In  all  cases  the  member  first  rising  shall  speak  first. 
When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  speaker  shall  name 
the  person  to  speak. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  House ;  nor  more  than  once,  until 
every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

16.  While  the  speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing 
the  House,  no  one  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  House ;  nor 
in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  pri- 
vate discourse ;  nor,  while  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass 
between  him  and  the  chair ;  nor  shall  any  member  leave  his  seat 
while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  calling. 

17.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  directly  interested  ;  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not 
present  when  the  question  was  put ;  nor  sit  upon  any  committee 
when  he  is  directly  interested  in  the  question  under  considera- 
tion. In  case  of  such  interest  of  a  member  of  a  committee,  the 
fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  House,  and  another  person  sub- 
stituted on  that  question  in  his  place. 

18.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  a  ques- 
tion is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special 
reason,  shall  excuse  him. 

19.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair ;  and  when  a  motion  shall 
be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired 
by  the  speaker  or  any  member,  and  delivered  in  at  the  table,  and 
read  by  the  speaker,  before  the  same  shall  be  debated. 

20.  No  petition  shall  be  received  by  the  House,  unless  it  be 
presented  by  a  member  thereof,  and  upon  motion  made  for  that 
purpose ;  nor  until  the  substance  of  said  petition  be  concisely 
minuted,  and  the  name  of  the  member,  and  the  town  he  repre- 
sents, recorded  upon  the  back  thereof ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  speaker,  whenever  any  motion  relative  to  a  petition  is  to 
be  stated  to  the  House,  to  state,  in  the  first  place,  the  substance 
of  the  petition,  as  minuted  on  the  back  thereof. 

21.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  speaker  it  shall  be  in 
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possession  of  the   House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
before  an  amendment 

2  2.  When  any  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  but,  ist,  to  adjourn ;  2d,  to  lay  on  the  table ;  3d,  for 
the  previous  question ;  4th,  to  postpone  indefinitely ;  5lh,  to 
postpone  to  a  certain  day ;  6th,  to  commit ;  and,  7th,  to  amend ; 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  and  take  from  the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

23.  The  speaker  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  :  "  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ?"  and  all 
debate  upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the 
previous  question  has  been  decided.  After  the  adoption  of  the 
previous  question  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  forthwith  be 
taken  upon  pending  amendments,  in  their  regular  order,  and 
then  upon  the  main  question. 

24.  On  the  previous  question  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave,  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order, 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  decided 
without  debate,  excepting  on  appeal,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  without  leave 
of  the  House. 

25.  If  the  previous  question  is  decided  in  the  negative,  it 
shall  not  be  again  in  order  till  after  adjournment,  but  the  main 
question  shall  be  left  before  the  House,  and  disposed  of  as 
though  the  previous  question  had  not  been  put. 

26.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

27.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question, 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it ;  and  upon  a  motion  to  amend,  a 
refusal  to  strike  out  words  shall  neither  preclude  amendment  to 
such  words,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

28.  A  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendment  to  the  main  question,  and  all  motions  and 
reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

29.  No  new  motion  shall  be  admitted,  under  color  of  amend- 
ment, as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  under  debate. 

30.  No  vote  shall   be  reconsidered,  unless  the  motion  for 
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reconsideration  be  made  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority,  nor  unless  the  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  on  the 
same  day  on  which  the  vote  passed,  or  on  the  next  day  on 
which  the  House  shall  be  in  session,'  between  the  hours  of  ten 
and  twelve  o'clock. 

31.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  objected 
to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

32.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  mem- 
ber of  two  other  committees,  who  have  not  reported. 

33.  Each  member  shall  seasonably  and  punctually  attend  to 
his  duty  in  the  House,  and  no  one  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
service  of  the  House  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable 
to  attend.  ^ 

34.  The  speaker  shall  appoint  a  sergeant-at-arms,  whenever 
it  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  House  and 
process  issued  by  its  authority.  And  he  shall  also  appoint  a 
teller  for  each  division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
report  to  the  chair  the  state  of  the  vote,  whenever  a  division  of 
the  House  is  called  for. 

OF   STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

35.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed 
early  in  the  June  session  :  — 

A  Committee  on  Revising  and  Compiling  the  Laws  of  the 
State ;  a  Committee  on  National  Affairs ;  a  Committee  on 
Elections;  a  Committee  on  the  Judiciary;  a  Committee  on 
Banks ;  a  Committee  on  the  State-Prison  ;  a  Committee  on 
Insurance ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  Agricultural  College ;  a 
Committee  on  Agriculture ;  a  Committee  on  Manufactures ;  a 
Committee  on  Finance;  a  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and 
Reform ;  a  Committee  on  Military  Affairs ;  a  Committee  on 
Education  ;  a  Committee  on  the  State  Normal  School ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  Incorporations ;  a  Committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes  ; 
a  Committee  on  the  Division  of  Towns ;  a  Committee  on  the 
Asylum  for  the  Insane  ;  a  Committee  on  Railroads  ;  a  Commit- 
tee on  Roads,  Bridges,  and  Canals ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished 
Business  ;  a  Committee  on  Mileage  ;  a  Committee  on  Fisheries ; 
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a  Committee  on  the  Reform  School ;  and  a  Committee  on 
Claims,  —  to  consist  of  twelve  members  each ;  a  Committee  on 
Bills  on  their  Second  Reading ;  a  Committee  on  Printers' 
Accounts  ;  a  Committee  o\i  Military  Accounts,  —  to  consist  of 
nine  members  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Revising  and  Com- 
piling the  Laws  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  those  subjects, 
and  recommend  such  changes,  modifications,  and  additions  as 
may  be  desirable.  Also  to  consider  all  bills,  resolutions,  and 
reports  of  committees  relating  to  those  subjects  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  National  Affairs  to 
consider  all  matters  of  national  concern,  all  matters  referred  to 
the  State  by  the  general  government,^and  all  matters  pertaining 
to  our  federal  relations  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  .Elections  to  exam- 
ine and  report  upon  the  certificates  or  other  credentials  of  the 
election  of  the  members  returned  to  serve  in  this  House,  and  to 
take  into  consideration  all  such  petitions  and  other  matters  in 
relation  to  elections  or  returns  as  shall  or  may  be  presented,  or 
come  into  question,  and  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  to  take 
into  their  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  judiciary 
system  of  the  State ;  to  examine  and  report  what  laws  have 
expired,  or  are  near  about  expiring,  and  require  to  be  revived 
or  further  continued,  and  report  their  opinion  on  all  constitu- 
tional questions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Banks  to  consider 
all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  banks,  and  all  subjects 
relating  to  such  institutions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State-Prison  to 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  in  relation  to  the  state- 
prison,  to  examine  all  reports  and  accounts  that  may  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  warden,  and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or 
otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  State  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Insurance  to  con- 
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sider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  insurance  compa- 
nies, and  all  subjects  relating  to  insurance  companies,  domestic 
and  foreign,  and  whether  life,  fire,  marine,  accidental,  or  of  any 
other  character,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Agricultu- 
ral College  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government 
of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic 
Arts,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  make 
such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think 
the  interest  of  the  State  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  to  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  concerning  the  agricultural  inter- 
ests and  public  lands  of  the  State,  and  the  incorporation  of 
agricultural  societies,  th^t  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Manufactures  to 
consider  all  matters  concerning  the  manufacturing  interests  of 
the  State,  and  all  applications  for  incorporation  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes  which  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and 
to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  examine 
and  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  treasury,  to  report 
what  sum  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  as  a  state  tax,  and  on 
every  subject  touching  the  financial  interests  of  the  State  that 
may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and 
Reform  to  take  into  consideration  the  public  expenditures,  and 
all  questions  relating  thereto  ;  and  also  to  consider  all  questions 
relating  to  the  subject  of  administrative  reforms  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  state  government,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  to 
consider  all  applications  for  altering  and  amending  laws  regulat- 
ing the  militia  of  this  State,  and  for  the  removal  of  military 
officers,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Education  to  con- 
sider all  subjects  relative  to  the  regulation  of  school-districts 
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and  schools,  and  all  matters  concerning  education  that  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  Normal 
School  to  examine  in  relation  to  the  government  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  and  all  matters  connected  therewith,  and  all 
such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  to  make  such  report  thereon,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as 
they  think  the  interests  of  the  State  require. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Incorporations  to 
consider  and  report  on  all  applications  for  acts  of  incorporation, 
and  all  other  matters  which  may  come  in  question  relative  to 
bodies  corporate,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
excepting  those  relating  to  towns,  parishes,  turnpikes,  railroads, 
canals,  banks,  agricultural  societies,  and  factories.  And  upon 
every  application  for  an  act  of  incorporation  referred  to  them, 
they  shall  inquire  whether  the  object  of  the  applicants  may  not 
be  conveniently  obtained  by  voluntary  incorporation  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  State,  and  they  shall  report  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Towns  and  Parishes 
to  consider  all  applications  for  the  alteration  of  town  or  parish 
lines,  by  the  annexation  of  one  portion  of  a  town  or  parish  to 
another  town  or  parish,  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of 
Towns  to  consider  all  applications  for  incorporation  of  towns  or 
parishes,  by  division  of  towns  or  otherwise,  that  may  be  referred 
to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  to  examine  all  accounts,  particularly  of  those  relating  to 
the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated  by  the  State ;  to  ex- 
amine in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  institution, 
and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith,  and  ail 
such  matters  as  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and 
report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  to  con- 
sider all  petitions  for  the  incorporation  of  railroads  ;  for  altera- 
tions, and  all  matters  relative  thereto,  that  may  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges,  and 
Canals  to  consider  all  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  turn- 
pikes, bridges,  or  canals,  and  for  the  alteration  of  tolls,  and  all 
matters  relative  thereto  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the 
House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business 
to  examine  and  report,  from  the  journals  of  the  last  session,  all 
such  matters  as  were  then  pending  and  undetermined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  to  ascertain 
the  distance  traveled  by  each  member  of  the  House,  computing 
the  same  by  the  nearest  traveled  highway,  and  report  to  the 
House*  with  the  names  of  the  several  members,  and  the  distance 
traveled  by  each. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game 
to  consider  all  matters  concerning  the  location,  growth,  cultiva- 
tion, protection,  improvement,  and  preservation  of  fish  and  game 
within  the  State,  and  all  matters  relative  thereto  which  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  make  such  report  thereon, 
either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think  the  interest  of  the  State 
requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  oh  the  Reform  School 
to  examine  in  relation  to  the  rules  and  government  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  all  matters  of  general  interest  connected  therewith, 
and  all  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House, 
and  make  such  report,  either  by  bill  or  otherwise,  as  they  think 
the  interest  of  the  State  requires. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  on  the  Second 
Reading  to  take  into  consideration  all  bills  on  the  second  read- 
ing that  may  be  committed,  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such 
report  thereon  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Printers'  Accounts 
to  examine  and  adjust  all  accounts  against  the  State  for  print- 
ing, and  every  subject  relating  to  such  accounts  that  may  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Accounts 
to  examine,  adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  relative  to  the 
militia  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  to  audit» 
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adjust,  and  report  on  all  accounts  and  claims  that  may  be  pre- 
sented for  allowance,  except  accounts  for  printing,  military 
accounts,  and  accounts  for  engrossing  bills. 

36.  All  other  committees  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

37.  The  standing  committees  shall  attend  at  their  respective 
committee-rooms  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  the  House  in 
the  morning,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  House  shall  order ; 
and  no  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House, 
unless  when  the  speaker  shall  consider  it  necessary. 

38.  The  first-named  member  of  any  committee  appointed  by 
the  speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman  :  and  in  case  of  his 
absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next-named  mem- 
ber, and  so  on,  as  often  as  the  case  may  happen,  unless  the  com- 
mittee, by  a  majority  of  the  number,  elect  a  chairman.  And 
when  any  committee  shall  report  otherwise  than  by  bill,  they 
shall,  if  the  subject  admit  of  it,  subjoin  to  their  report  a  reso- 
lution, making  such  disposition  of  the  matter  committed  to  them 
as  to  the  committee  shall  seem  expedient. 

39.  Whenever  it  shall  not  be  convenient  for  any  standing 
committee  to  attend  promptly  to  all  the  business  which  may  be 
properly  referred  to  it,  the  speaker  may,  on  a  vote  of  the  House 
to  that  effect,  appoint  an  additional  committee  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, to  consist  of  the  same  number  of  members  as  the  original 
committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  into  consideration  all 
matters  in  relation  to  that  subject  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon. 

ON    BELLS. 

40.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
motion  for  leave,  or  by  an  order  of  the  House  on  the  report  of 
a  committee ;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced 
by  any  member  (except  on  the  report  of  a  committee)  unless  he 
shall  have  given  at  least  one  day's  notice  of  intention,  and  of 
the  object  of  the  bill  or  joint  resolution  to  be  introduced. 

41.  Every  bill  and  resolution  originally  introduced  into  the 
House  shall  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it  shall  not 
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be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to  ascertain  the 
meaning  thereof. 

42.  Every  bill  shall  have  three  several  readings  in  the  House 
previous  to  its  passage ;  the  first  residing  shall  be  for  information  ; 
and  thereupon,  when  the  bill  shall  have  been  introduced  by  a 
committee,  if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  time  shall 
be  assigned  for  a  second  reading ;  and  upon  the  second  reading, 
if  not  rejected  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  House,  a  time 
shall  be  assigned  for  a  third  reading.  When  a  bill  shall  have 
been  introduced  by  a  member  upon  leave,  or  by  message  from 
the  Senate,  and  read  a  first  time,  if  it  be  not  rejected  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  by  the  House,  the  question  shall  be,  "  Shall 
the  bill  be  read  a  second  time  ?  '*  And  if  ordered  to  a  second 
reading,  it  shall  immediately  be  read  a  second  time  by  its  title, 
and  be  by  the  speaker  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing  com- 
mittee, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House.  No  bill,  after 
it  has  been  read  a  second  time,  shall  have  a  third  reading  until 
after  an  adjournment.  The  time  assigned  for  the  second  and 
third  readings  of  bills  and  resolutions  shall  be  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  House. 

43.  No  amendment  shall  be  made  but  upon  the  second  read- 
ing of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  and  all  resolutions  shall  be  in 
writing,  with  the  name  of  the  member  and  the  town  he  repre- 
sents on  the  back  thereof.  The  orders  of  the  day  for  the  reading 
of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  hold  for  every  succeeding  day 
until  disposed  of. 

44.  All  bills,  and  all  votes  and  resolutions  that  are  necessary 
to  be  carried  to  the  Senate  for  their  concurrence,  may  be  sent 
by  the  assistant  clerk. 

OF   THE   COMMITTEE  OF   THE   WHOLE   HOUSE. 

45.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  committee  of  the 
whole  House  at  any  time,  on  the  motion  of  a  member  made 
for  that  purpose;  and  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  the  speaker  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  to  pre- 
side in  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker. 

46.  Upon  bills  and  resolutions  committed  to  a  committee  of 
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the  whole  House,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  first  be  read  through- 
out by  the  clerk,  and  then  again  read  and  debated  by  clauses, 
leaving  the  preamble  of  the  bill  to  be  last  considered  ;  the  body 
of  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interlined,  but 
all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered 
by  the  clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to 
by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  House.  After  report, 
the  bill  or  resolution  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and 
amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  pass  it  to  a  third  read- 
ing be  taken. 

47.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  observed 
in  committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  appli- 
cable, except  the  rule  limiting  the  time  of  speaking. 

48.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded 
without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor ; 
nor  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  therefor  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  to  be  ascertained  by  actual  count,  when  any 
member  shall  request  the  same. 

ORDER   OF   BUSINESS   OF  THE   DAY. 

49.  The  speaker  shall  call  for  petitions  from  members  of  the 
House.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and  disposed  of, 
reports,  first  from  the  standing  and  then  from  the  select  com- 
mittees, shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of.  And  the  above 
business  shall  be  done  in  no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by 
permission  of  the  House. 

50.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  engaged 
at  the  last  preceding  adjournment,  if  called  for  by  any  member, 
shall  have  the  preference  over  all  other  business  except  the  gen- 
eral order  of  the  day ;  and  no  motion,  or  any  other  business, 
except  the  general  order  of  the  day,  shall  be  received  without 
special  leave  of  the  House,  until  the  former  is  disposed  of. 


JOINT  RULES 
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SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 


1.  When  a  convention  of  the  two  houses  is  to  be  formed, 
whether  by  a  requirement  of  the  constitution,  or  by  a  vote  or 
resolve  of  the  two  houses,  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  giving  notice  when  the 
House  will  met  the  Senate  in  convention.  As  soon  thereafter 
as  the  convenience  of  the  Senate  will  permit,  they  will  attend  in 
the  House.  The  speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  convention,  and  shall  state  the  reasons  for  forming  the  con- 
vention. When  the  House  and  Senate  are  thus  formed  in 
convention,  the  rules  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be 
considered  the  rules  of  the  convention,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
deemed  applicable,  and  the  convention  shall  accordingly  be 
governed  thereby. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  person  or  persons  as  each 
house  may  deem  to  be  proper. 

3.  Messages  from  either  house  shall  be  received  by  the 
other  at  all  times,  except  when  engaged  in  putting  a  question, 
in  calling  the  yeas  and  nays,  in  counting  the  ballots,  or  in  read- 
ing the  journal. 

4.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  house  to  the 
other,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  house  to  which 
it  may  be  sent,  by  the  doorkeeper. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses 
they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  of  each  house 
respectively. 
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6.  There  shall  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing 
bills,  consisting  of  two  men.bers  of  each  house.  All  bills  that 
pass  both  houses  shall  be  delivered  to  said  committee,  be  by 
them  engrossed,  carefully  examined,  and  reported  to  the  re- 
spective houses ;  and  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the  speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then  by  the  president  of  the 
Senate. 

7.  There  shall  be  a  committ^e^  te  consist  of  three  members 
of  the  House  and  one  of  the  Senate,  on  each  of  the  following 
subjects,  to  wit :  On  all  matters  relative  to  the  state  library,  and 
on  all  matters  relative  to  the  state-house  and  state-house  yard. 

8.  Every  bill  or  joint  resolution,  repealing  or  modifying  any 
act  or  statute,  shall  refer  to  the  same  by  the  chapter,  title,  and 
section  of  the  General  Laws,  if  contained  therein,  otherwise 
by  its  title  and  the  session  of  the  legislature  when  the  same  was 
passed,  and  shall  also  be  expressed  in  words  clearly,  so  that  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  refer  to  any  other  act  or  statute  to  ascertain 
the  meaning  thereof ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding 
officer  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  to  require  all  such  bills 
and  resolutions  to  be  made  in  conformity  therewith,  before  put- 
ting any  vote  thereon  except  to  commit  or  amend. 

9.  When  a  bill  or  resolve  which  shall  have  passed  in  one 
house  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to 
the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

10.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolve  may  be  founded. 

1 1 .  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  bills  which 
have  passed  their  several  stages  in  the  house  in  which  they 
originated,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  fixed  for 
adjournment. 

12.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree- 
ment, a  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  considered  lost. 

13.  No  bill,  joint  resolution,  claim  outstanding  on  the  first 
day  of  the  session,  or  petition  relating  to  new  business,  shall  be 
received  in  either  branch  of  the  legislature  after  the  third  week 
of  the  session,  unless  reported  from  a  committtee  ;  provided, 
that  this  rule  may  be  suspended  in  either  house  whenever  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  members  shall  actually  vote  in 
favor  thereof,  and  not  otherwise.
